STATE  OF  THE  JUDICIARY  ADDRESS 
by  John  C.  Holstein,  Chief  Justice 
to  Joint  Session  of  the  General  Assembly 

January  11,  1996 

Lieutenant  Governor,  Mr.  Speaker,  membersofthe  General  Assembly,  colleagues,  and  fellow  Missourians: 

It  isa  great  honorto  be  the  twelfth  chief  justice  since  the  tradition  began  in  1974  to  be  invited  to  speakto  the 
General  Assembly.  Both  you  and  I,  as  public  servants,  are  privileged  to  stand  here  today  on  the  broad 
shoulders  of  earlier  chief  justices,  senators,  representatives,  and  membersofthe  executive  branch.  Their 
foresight  in  designing  and  implementing  our  state  system  of  justice  reflects  immense  wisdom.  They  were 
progressive  when  progress  was  called  for.  They  exercised  restraint  when  restraint  was  appropriate. 


In  recent  years  the  General  Assembly  hasupheld  that  great  tradition.  You  have  continued  to  provide  the  tools 
necessary  to  make  the  delivery  of  justice  to  Missouri  citizens  better,  fasterand  more  efficient  than  ever  before. 
The  backlogsand  delays  that  exist  in  otherstatesdo  not  exist  in  Missouri.  The  General  Assembly  hasbeen  most 
helpful  in  two  particular  areas.  First,  in  onderto  meet  the  challenge  presented  by  an  unprecedented  growth 
rate  in  caseloads,  priorchief  justice  shave  come  to  the  legislature  to  seekfunding  forjudicial  transfer  pro  grams, 
and  forthe  broaderuse  of  oursenior judges.  The  General  Assembly  and  the  Govemorhave  responded 
favorably  to  those  requests  in  the  past.  Asa  result,  tens  of  thousands  of  cases  have  been  disposed  of  by  judges 
on  transferand  by  seniorjudges.  We  are  grateful  to  the  othertwo  branchesof  go  vemment  for  assisting  the 
courts.  All  Missourians  should  be  enormously  grateful  to  the  seniorjudgesand  to  the  judgeswho  have  been 
transferred,  often  at  considerable  inconvenience  and,  in  the  case  of  seniorjudges,  without  receiving  full 
compensation.  Last  year  a  lone,  the  numberof  daysourseniorjudges  worked  were  equivalent  to  more  than  10 
full-time  sitting  judges.

Meetings  a  re  being  held  around  the  state  with  those  who  will  use  electronic  courts--  appellate  judges,  trial 
judges,  clerks,  attorneys,  and  state  agencies,  who  routinely  need  access  to  court  information.  We  are  now 
beginning  to  see  the  first  fruit  of  the  court  automation  project.  Through  arrangements  made  with  the  Court 
Automation  Committee,  Missouri  statutesand  Missouri  casesgoing  backto  1950  are  now  available  on 
compact  disk  to  all  trial  judgesin  the  state  who  want  them.  We  hope  to  put  more  of  ourSupreme  Court 
publications,  Approved  Instructions  and  judicial  bench  books  on  computer  disk  in  the  near  future.  A  judge 
traveling  a  circuit  may  carry  a  complete  Missouri  law  library  in  a  briefcase.  In  the  future,  we  may  be  able  to 
have  such  a  library  on  line.  Plans  a  re  being  made  forthe  Missouri  Bar  and  the  Missouri  State  Courts 
Administrator  to  have  a  home  page  on  the  internet  so  that  lawyersand  citizensalike  may  access  information 
about  the  courts.  Lawyers  will  be  able  to  register  for  continuing  legal  education  programs,  and  information 
regarding  selecting  a  lawyer,  small  claimscourt,  orrecent  court  decisions  may  be  located  by  citizens. 


A  more  importantand  certainly  the  more  costly  aspect  of  the  project  is  the  contract  entered  into  this  fa  II  to 
design  an  architecture  which  will  provide  a  statewide  judicial  information  system  that  will  take  us  well  into  the 
next  century.  Ultimately,  that  system  will  allow  usthe  option  of  electronic  filingsof  pleading,  giving  of  notices, 
and  archiving  of  court  records  for  retrieval  on  a  24-hour-a-day  basis.  Video  conferencing  will  be  included  in  the 
plan  so  that  some  court  proceedings  may  be  conducted  from  remote  locations.  The  contract  will  give  usan 
architecture  fora  computer  system  which  will  not  become  obsolete  before  the  system  iscompleted. 

Asoriginally  conceived,  ourcourt  automation  project  required  ten  years  of  funding.  Asyou  know,  the  court 
automation  bill  as  it  finally  passed  only  provided  forfive  years  of  funding.  I  again  commend  to  you  the  need  to 
consider  extending  thatfunding  forthe  five  additional  years  necessary  to  complete  the  project. 

As  we  enter  into  court  automation,  we  are  making  every  effort  not  to  computerize  merely  forthe  sake  of 
computerization.  Now  is  the  time  to  eliminate  bad  practicesand  procedure.  Every  aspect  of  ourjudicial 
process  must  be  open  to  thorough  examination. 

The  story  is  told  about  a  young  wife  who  baked  a  ham  every  Sunday.  Every  Sunday  she  cut  the  ends  of  the 
ham  off  before  she  baked  it.  Afterwatching  herdo  this  fora  few  weeks,  heryoung  husband  asked  herwhy  she 
did  it.  She  said,  "I  do  it  because  my  motherdid  it."  She  then  called  hermotherand  asked  herwhy  she  cut  the 
endsoff  the  ham.  Her  mother  said,  "My  motherdid  it."So  grandma  wascalled.  She  asked  grandma  why  she 
cut  the  endsoff  the  ham.  Grandma  replied,  'Simple.  My  pan  was  too  small." 


We  are  trying  to  be  careful  as  we  computerize  not  to  perpetuate  a  senseless  practice  merely  because  'that's 
how  grandma  did  it."  We  should  not  become  so  steeped  in  tradition  that  we  are  incapable  of  change. 


To  obtain  the  full  benefit  of  computerization  will  undoubtedly  require  some  statutory  changes.  We  will  be 
coming  to  you  to  assist  us  in  making  the  necessary  changes  so  thatwe  do  notcontinue  to  cut  the  endsoffthe 
ham. 

Thisbrings  me  to  legislation  which  we  are  going  to  ask  you  to  considerand,  hopefully,  passduring  this  session  of 
the  legislature.  It  has  to  do  with  our  present  system  of  court  costs.  As  most  of  you  are  aware,  that  system  is 
extremely  complex.  Court  costs  have  been  used  and,  in  the  view  of  some,  overused  as  a  revenue 
enhancement  device.  Court  costsand  fees  have  historically  been  a  method  foroffsetting  some  of  the  public 
cost  of  operating  the  court  system  from  the  usersof  that  system.  To  ask  those  who  most  directly  benefit  from 
operation  of  the  court  to  share  in  the  costs  of  its  operation  is  not  inherently  wrong.

We  have  demanded  from  our  consultants  an  organized,  well 
thought  out  approach  to  automation  which  sidesteps  waste  and  false  starts  made  by  other  states  who  fell  into 
the  temptation  of  quick  solutions  and  wholesale  purchasesof  hardware  and  off-the-shelf  software.  Aswe  bring 
forward  the  plan,  and  asyou  see  the  complexity  of  what  is  required  to  create  the  statewide  system  that  is 
envisioned,  we  hope  thatthe  system  will  earn  yourtrust,  confidence  and  support. 

In  this  regard,  we  are  hopeful  thatyou  will  ask  questions  and  closely  follow  the  court  automation  project  as  well 
as  our  efforts  to  simplify,  clarify  and  make  more  efficient  the  billing,  collection  and  distribution  of  court  costs. 

"There  are  other  less  costly  but  nonetheless  important  matters  that  we  have  placed  before  the  legislature  this 
yearforconsideration.  One  such  matter  is  court  security.  I  would  not  want  to  see  ourcourthousestumed  into 
fortresses.  But  insuring  the  safety  of  court  staff,  lawyersand  litigants  isessential.  Court  security  in  ourcircuit 
courtsaround  the  state  is  largely  the  responsibility  of  county  government.  Most  county  governments  have 
taken  that  responsibility  quite  seriously,  particularly  in  view  of  the  events  that  occurred  in  Oklahoma  City  last 
year.  Currently,  ourSupreme  Court  security  staff  is  very  small.  Security  equipment  that  is  standard  in  most  urban 
courthouses,  most  federal  courthouses  and  some  of  the  courtsof  appeals  is  not  available  forthe  Supreme 
Court.  A  committee  appointed  last  year  by  the  Supreme  Court  is  working  on  overall  recommendations  for 
court  security  in  the  state.  One  of  their  immediate  recommendations  is  that  we  strengthen  the  security  of  our 
own  building  across  the  street.  While  we  have  been  fortunate  to  not  have  any  serious  incidents,  we  would  not 
want  to  wait  until  something  actually  occurs  to  take  action. 

"The  Governor's  Commission  on  the  J  udiciary  recently  made  nineteen  specific  recommendations  regarding  the 
judicial  system.  While  neitherthe  J  udicia I  Conference  northe  Supreme  Court  hastaken  a  position  on  the 
recommendations,  I  can  assure  you  that  membersof  the  judiciary  have  closely  observed  the  Governor's 
Commission  in  its  deliberations.  "The  Commission's  report  is  thoughtful  and  thorough.  I  commend  them  fortheir 
work.  I  commend  their  report  to  you  foryour  careful  consideration.  If  we  in  the  judiciary  can  be  of  any 
assistance  to  you,  we  will  gladly  make  ourselves  available  fordiscussing  specific  topics  included  in  the 
Commission's  report  and  how  those  topics  will  affect  court  operations. 

Aspreviously  noted,  daunting  caseloadsare  facing  the  courts  in  Missouri.  In  the  last  ten  years,  excluding  traffic 
and  municipal  cases,  the  overall  caseload  has  grown  25%  In  two  specific  areas,  domestic  relations  and 
felonies,  the  growth  rate  has  been  even  more  startling.  In  domestic  relations,  the  annual  number  of  cases  filed 
has  increased  59%.  Seventy-four  percent  more  felony  cases  were  filed  in  1995  than  in  1985. 

One  way  the  trial  judges  have  met  the  challenge  is  by  moving  cases  faster.  "The  Supreme  Court  has  established 
case  disposition  guidelines.  Basically,  those  guidelines  provide  a  framework  within  which  trial  judges  can 
measure  whether  the  cases  a  re  moving  through  a  particular  judge's  court  within  a  reasonable  time.  By  proper 
use  of  the  guidelines,  judges  a  re  in  a  better  position  to  track  their  own  efficiency.  However,  I  have  always  been 
cautiousto  remind  everyone  thatthe  quality  of  justice  cannot  be  measured  by  how  fast  we  dispose  of  cases. 
Every  case  and  every  court's  docket  isunique.  Every  case  involvesthe  life,  liberty  orproperty  of  some  real 
person.  "The  delivery  of  quality  justice  remainsthe  primary  foe  us  of  our  work. 

Educational  prog  rams  have  assisted  in  handling  caseloads.  In  the  early  1980's,  a  program  was  established  to 
ensure  that  Missouri's  trial  judges  had  an  opportunity  at  leastonce  annually  to  receive  an  update  on  changes 
in  the  statutes,  new  caselaw,  and  the  most  current  information  regarding  procedures.  "This year,  forthe  first 
time,  we  are  asking  fora  significant  increase  in  ourtraining  budget  to  provide  regional  in-service  training 
prog  rams  for  the  clerical  staff.  J  ustasit  is  important  that  judges  keep  up  to  date  on  new  law  and  innovations  in 
court  administration,  it  isalso  critical  that  our  clerks  be  given  similaropportunitiesforcontinuing  education, 
particularly  in  view  of  constantly  increasing  caseloads.  Included  in  ourbudget  forthis  year  isadditional  funding 
to  provide  training  to  the  clerks  of  our  courts  in  various  locations  in  the  state.  We  are  seeking  approval  of  that 
importa  nt  program. 

It  would  be  wrong  forme  to  leave  you  with  the  impression  that  transfer  pro  grams,  continuing  education 
programs,  and  case  disposition  guidelines  imposed  by  the  Supreme  Court  were  entirely  responsible  forthis 
state's  ability  to  deal  with  what  appears  to  be  an  overwhelming  caseload.  In  point  of  fact,  ourtrial  judgesand 
court  clerks  simply  work  harder,  longer,  and  smarterthan  before.  "That  hasgiven  us  the  ability  to  meetthe 
challenge  of  the  last  ten  years.  Excluding  traffic  cases,  on  average,  every  judge  in  Missouri  today  must  dispose 
of  250  more  casesperyearthan  a  judge  did  ten  yearsago.  Ten  yearsago,  the  clerks  of  our  state  courtswere 
handling  $93  million  in  child  support  collections.  Thispastyear,  those  collections  had  rocketed  to  over$300 
million.  We  should  all  take  great  pride  in  what  ourtrial  judgesand  court  clerks  have  accomplished. 

"The  one  faetthat  re  mains  clear  is  that  this  growth  pattern  in  caseloads  is  almost  certain  to  continue  into  the 
future.  Aswe  face  new  challenges,  there  will  be  an  ever  greater  necessity  to  give  trial  courts  and  clerks  the 
additional  tools  necessary  to  help  meetthe  growing  demand  forservices. 

Atthe  beginning  of  my  comments,  I  spoke  of  the  greatdebtwe  owe  to  the  membersofthe  General  Assembly 
who,  overthe  course  of  many  years,  designed  oursystem  of  justice.  One  significant  piece  of  legislation  was 
Missouri's  civil  code  which  became  effective  ten  days  before  I  was  bom.  "The  civil  code  formed  the  basis  forthe 
Missouri  Supreme  Court  Rules.  "The  Code  contained  a  remarkably  simple  phrase  that  established  the  vision  for

3.  Violation  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  an  infraction  and  any  person  violating  this  section,  whether 
operating  [under]  pursuantto  a  permit  ornot,  orwho  shall  willfully  or  negligently  damage  a  highway,  shall  be 
liable  for  the  amount  of  such  damage  caused  to  any  highway,  bridge,  culvert  or  sewer,  and  any  vehicle 
causing  such  damage  shall  be  subject  to  a  lien  for  the  full  amount  of  such  damage,  which  lien  shall  not  be 
superiorto  any  duly  recorded  orfiled  chattel  mortgage  orotherlien  previously  attached  to  such  vehicle;  the 
amount  of  such  damage  may  be  recovered  in  any  action  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  the  name 
of  the  state,  by  the  municipality,  county  or  other  civil  subdivision  or  interested  party. 

304.271.  1.  The  driver  of  any  vehicle  shall  obey  the  instructions  of  any  official  traffic  -contra  I  device  applicable 
thereto  placed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  traffic  orpolice 
officer,  subject  to  the  exceptions  granted  the  driverof  an  authorized  emergency  vehicle  in  the  law. 

2.  No  provision  of  the  law  forwhich  official  traffic -control  devicesare  required  shall  be  enforced  against  an 
alleged  viola  tor  if  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  alleged  violation  an  official  device  is  not  in  proper  position  and 
sufficiently  legible  to  be  seen  by  an  ordinarily  observant  person.  Whenevera  particular  section  doesnot  state 
that  official  traffic -control  devicesare  required,  such  section  shall  be  effective  even  though  no  devicesare 
erected  orin  place. 

3.  Whenever  official  traffic -control  devicesare  placed  in  position  approximately  conforming  to  the 
requirements  of  the  law,  such  devicesshall  be  presumed  to  have  been  so  placed  by  the  official  act  or 
direction  of  lawful  authority,  unless  the  contrary  shall  be  established  by  competent  evidence. 

4.  Any  official  traffic -contra  I  device  placed  pursuantto  the  provisions  of  the  law  and  purporting  to  conform  to 
the  lawful  requirements  pertaining  to  such  devicesshall  be  presumed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this 
chapter,  unless  the  contrary  shall  be  established  by  competent  evidence. 

5.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  304.361,  violation  of  this  section  is  a  classC  misdemeanor. 

304.281.  1.  Whenever  traffic  iscontrolled  by  traffic  control  signals  exhibiting  different  colored  lights,  or  colored 
lighted  arrows,  successively  one  at  a  time  orin  combination,  only  the  colorsgreen,  red  and  yellow  shall  be 
used,  except  for  special  pedestrian  signals  carrying  a  word  legend,  and  said  lights  shall  indicate  and  apply  to 
d  rivers  of  vehic  les  a  nd  pedestria  ns  as  follows: 


(1)  Green  indication 

(a)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  a  circular  green  signal  may  proceed  straight  through  or  turn  right  or  left  unless  a  sign 
at  such  place  prohibits  either  such  turn.  But  ve  hie  u  la  r  traffic,  including  vehicles  turning  right  or  left,  shall  yield  the 
right-of-way  to  othervehiclesand  to  pedestrians  lawfully  within  the  intersection  oran  adjacent  crosswalk  at  the 
time  such  signal  is  exhibited; 

(b)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  a  green  arrow  signal,  shown  alone  orin  combination  with  another  indication,  may 
cautiously  enter  the  intersection  only  to  make  the  movement  indicated  by  such  arrow,  or  such  other 
movement  a  sis  permitted  by  other  indications  shown  at  the  same  time.  Such  vehicular  traffic  shall  yield  the 
right-of-way  to  pedestrians  lawfully  within  an  adjacent  crosswalkand  to  othertraffic  lawfully  using  the 
intersection; 

(c)  Unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  pedestrian  control  signal,  asprovided  in  section  304.291,  pedestrians  facing 
any  green  signal,  except  when  the  sole  green  signal  isa  turn  arrow,  may  proceed  across  the  roadway  within 
any  marked  or  unmarked  crosswalk. 

(2)  Steady  yellow  indication 

(a)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  a  steady  yellow  signal  is  thereby  warned  thatthe  related  green  movement  isbeing 
terminated  orthata  red  indication  will  be  exhibited  immediately  thereafter  when  vehicular  traffic  shall  not 
enter  the  intersection; 

(b)  Pedestrians  facing  a  steady  yellow  signal,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  pedestrian  control  signal  as 
provided  in  section  304.291,  are  thereby  advised  thatthere  is  insufficient  time  to  cross  the  roadway  before  a 
red  indication  is  shown  and  no  pedestrian  shall  then  start  to  cross  the  roadway. 

(3)  Steady  red  indication 

(a)  Vehicular  traffic  facing  a  steady  red  signal  alone  shall  stop  before  entering  the  crosswalk  on  the  nearside 
of  the  intersection  at  a  clearly  marked  stop  line  but,  if  none,  then  before  entering  the  intersection  and  shall 
remain  standing  until  an  indication  to  proceed  is  shown  except  asprovided  in  paragraph  (b); 

(b)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  which  is  stopped  as  close  as  practicable  at  the  entrance  to  the  crosswalk  on  the 
nearside  of  the  intersection  or,  if  none,  then  at  the  entrance  to  the  intersection  in  obedience  to  a  red  signal, 
may  cautiously  enter  the  intersection  to  make  a  right  turn  but  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  pedestrians  and 
othertraffic  proceeding  as  directed  by  the  signal  at  the  intersection,  except  that  the  state  highways  and 
transportation  commission  with  reference  to  an  intersection  involving  a  state  highway,  and  local  authorities 
with  reference  to  an  intersection  involving  other  highways  undertheir  jurisdiction,  may  prohibit  any  such  right 
turn  against  a  red  signal  at  any  intersection  where  safety  conditions  so  require,  said  prohibition  shall  be 
effective  when  a  sign  iserected  at  such  intersection  giving  notice  thereof; 

(c)  Unless  otherwise  directed  bya  pedestrian  control  signal  asprovided  in  section  304.291,  pedestrians  facing  a 
steady  red  signal  alone  shall  not  enterthe  roadway. 

(4)  In  the  event  an  official  traffic  control  signal  iserected  and  maintained  at  a  place  otherthan  an 
intersection,  the  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  applicable  except  as  to  those  provisions  which  by  their  nature 
can  have  no  application.  Any  stop  required  shall  be  made  at  a  sign  or  marking  on  the  pavement  indicating 
where  the  stop  shall  be  made,  but  in  the  absence  of  any  such  sign  ormarking  the  stop  shall  be  made  at  the 
signal. 

2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  304.361,  violation  ofthis  section  isa  classC  misdemeanor. 

304.301.  1.  Wheneveran  illuminated  flashing  red  oryellow  signal  is  used  in  a  traffic  sign  orsignal  it  shall  require 
obedience  by  vehicular  traffic  asfollows: 

(1)  Flashing  red  (stop  signal).  When  a  red  lens  is  illuminated  with  rapid  intermittent  flashes,  drivers  of  vehicles 
shall  stop  at  a  clearly  marked  stop  line,  but  if  none,  before  entering  the  crosswalk  on  the  nearside  of  the 
intersection,  orif  none,  then  atthe  point  nearest  the  intersecting  roadway  where  the  driverhasa  view  of 
approaching  traffic  on  the  intersecting  roadway  before  entering  the  intersection,  and  the  right  to  proceed 
shall  be  subject  to  the  roles  applicable  after  making  a  stop  at  a  stop  sign. 

(2)  Flashing  yellow  (caution  signal).  When  a  yellow  lens  is  illuminated  with  rapid  intermittent  flashes,  driversof 
vehiclesmay  proceed  through  the  intersection  or  pass  such  signal  only  with  caution. 

2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  304.361,  violation  ofthis  section  is  an  infraction. 

304.341.  1.  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  intending  to  turn  at  an  intersection  shall  do  so  asfollows: 

(1)  Right  tums.-Both  the  approach  fora  right  turn  and  a  right  turn  shall  be  made  as  close  as  practicable  to  the 
right-hand  curb  oredge  of  the  roadway. 

(2)  Left  tums.--The  driverof  a  vehicle  intending  to  turn  left  at  any  intersection  shall  approach  the  intersection  in 
the  extreme  left-hand  lane  lawfully  available  to  the  traffic  moving  in  the  direction  of  travel  of  such  vehicle  and, 


afterentering  the  intersection,  the  left  turn  shall  be  made  so  as  to  leave  the  intersection  in  a  lane  lawfully 
available  to  traffic  moving  in  such  direction  upon  the  roadway  being  entered. 

(3)  "The  highwaysand  transportation  commission  or  local  authorities  in  their  respective  jurisdictions  may  cause 
official  traffic -contra  I  devicesto  be  placed  within  oradjacent  to  intersections  and  thereby  require  and  direct 
that  a  different  course  from  that  specified  in  this  section  be  traveled  by  vehicles  turning  at  an  intersection,  and 
when  such  devicesare  so  placed  no  driverof  a  vehicle  shall  turn  a  vehicle  at  any  intersection  otherthan  as 
directed  and  required  by  such  devices. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  forthe  driverof  any  vehicle  to  turn  such  vehicle  so  asto  proceed  in  the  opposite  direction 
at  any  intersection  controlled  by  a  traffic  signal  orpolice  officer  norshall  such  turn  be  made  at  any  place 
unless  the  movement  can  be  made  in  safety  and  without  interfering  with  othertraffic.  "The  driverof  a  vehicle 
shall  not  turn  such  vehicle  around  so  asto  proceed  in  the  opposite  direction  upon  any  curve  orupon  the 
approach  to  or  near  the  crest  of  a  grade,  or  at  any  place  upon  a  roadway  where  such  vehicle  cannot  be 
seen  by  the  driverof  any  other  vehicle  approaching  from  either  direction  along  the  roadway  within  a  distance 
of  three  hundred  feet,  orwhere  the  same  may  create  a  traffic  hazard. 

3.  No  vehicle  in  a  residence  district  shall  be  turned  left  across  the  roadway  orso  asto  proceed  in  the  opposite 
direction  when  any  othervehicle  isapproaching  from  either  direction  where  the  same  may  create  a  traffic 
hazard. 


4.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  304.361,  violation  ofthis  section  isa  classC  misdemeanor. 

304.351.  1.  "The  driverof  a  vehicle  approaching  an  intersection  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  a  vehicle  which 
hasentered  the  intersection  from  a  different  highway,  provided,  however,  there  is  no  form  of  traffic  control  at 
such  intersection. 

2.  When  two  vehicles  enter  an  intersection  from  different  highways  at  approximately  the  same  time,  the  driver 
of  the  vehicle  on  the  left  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  the  driverof  the  vehicle  on  the  right.  This  subsection  shall 
not  apply  to  vehicles  approaching  each  other  from  opposite  directions  when  the  driverof  one  of  such  vehicles 
is  attempting  to  or  is  making  a  left  turn. 

3.  "The  driver  of  a  vehicle  within  an  intersection  intending  to  turn  to  the  left  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  any 
vehicle  approaching  from  the  opposite  direction  which  iswithin  the  intersection  orso  close  thereto  asto 
constitute  an  immediate  hazard. 


4.  The  state  highwaysand  transportation  commission  with  reference  to  state  highwaysand  local  authorities 
with  reference  to  other  highways  undertheir  jurisdiction  may  designate  through  highwaysand  erect  stop  signs 
oryield  signsat  specified  entrances  the  re  to,  or  may  designate  any  intersection  asa  stop  intersection  orasa 
yield  intersection  and  erect  stop  signsoryield  signsat  one  ormore  entrancesto  such  intersection. 

(1)  Preferential  right-of-way  at  an  intersection  may  be  indicated  by  stop  signsoryield  signs  as  authorized  in  this 
section: 

(a)  Except  when  directed  to  proceed  by  a  police  officer  or  traffic -contra  I  signal,  every  driverof  a  vehicle 
approaching  a  stop  intersection,  indicated  by  a  stop  sign,  shall  stop  ata  clearly  marked  stop  line,  but  if  none, 
before  entering  the  crosswalkon  the  nearside  of  the  intersection,  or  if  none,  then  at  the  point  nearest  the 
intersecting  roadway  where  the  driverhasa  view  of  approaching  traffic  in  the  intersecting  roadway  before 
entering  the  intersection.  After  having  stopped,  the  drivershall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  any  vehicle  which  has 
entered  the  intersection  from  anotherhighway  orwhich  isapproaching  so  closely  on  the  highway  asto 
constitute  an  immediate  hazard  during  the  time  when  such  driver  is  moving  across  or  within  the  intersection. 


(b)  "The  driverof  a  vehicle  approaching  a  yield  sign  shall  in  obedience  to  the  sign  slow  down  to  a  speed 
reasonable  to  the  existing  conditionsand,  if  required  forsafety  to  stop,  shall  stop  ata  clearly  marked  stop  line, 
but  if  none,  then  atthe  point  nearest  the  intersecting  roadway  where  the  driverhasa  view  of  approaching 
traffic  on  the  intersecting  roadway.  After  slowing  or  stop  ping  the  drivershall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  any 
vehicle  in  the  intersection  orapproaching  on  anotherhighway  so  closely  asto  constitute  an  immediate  hazard 
during  the  time  such  traffic  is  moving  a  cross  or  within  the  intersection. 

5.  "The  driverof  a  vehicle  a  bout  to  enter  or  cross  a  highway  from  an  alley,  building  or  any  private  road  or 
driveway  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  all  vehiclesapproaching  on  the  highway  to  be  entered. 


6.  "The  driverof  a  vehicle  intending  to  make  a  left  turn  into  an  alley,  private  road  or  driveway  shall  yield  the 
right-of-way  to  any  vehicle  approaching  from  the  opposite  direction  when  the  making  of  such  left  turn  would 
create  a  traffic  hazard. 


7.  The  state  highwaysand  transportation  commission  or  local  authorities  with  respect  to  roads  undertheir 
respective  jurisdictions,  on  any  section  where  construction  ormajormaintenance  opera tionsare  being 
effected,  may  fix  a  speed  limit  in  such  areasby  posting  of  appropriate  signs,  and  the  operation  of  a  motor 
vehicle  in  excess  of  such  speed  limit  in  the  area  so  posted  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of  careless 
and  imprudent  driving  and  a  violation  of  section  304.010,  RSMo. 


8.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  304.361,  violation  ofthis  section  shall  be  deemed  a  classC 


misdemeanor. 


307.010.  1.  All  mo  tor  vehicles,  and  every  trailer  and  semitrailer  opera  ting  upon  the  public  highways  of  this  state 
and  carrying  goods  or  materia  I  or  farm  products  which  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  become  dislodged 
and  fall  from  the  vehicle,  trailer  or  semitrailer  as  a  result  of  wind  pressure  orairpressure  and/orby  the 
movement  of  the  vehicle,  trailer  or  semitrailer  shall  have  a  protective  coverorbe  sufficiently  secured  so  that  no 
portion  of  such  goods  or  materia  I  can  become  dislodged  and  fall  from  the  vehicle,  trailer  or  semitrailer  while 
being  transported  orcarried. 

2.  Operation  of  a  motorvehicle,  trailer  or  semitrailer  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  a  classC  misdemeanor, 
and  any  person  convicted  thereof  shall  be  punished  asprovided  by  law. 

307.040.  1.  No  person  shall  drive,  move,  parkorbe  in  custody  of  any  vehicle  orcombination  of  vehicleson  any 
street  orhighway  during  the  times  when  lighted  lampsare  required  unless  such  vehicle  orcombination  of 
vehicles  displays  lighted  lampsand  illuminating  devices  as  hereinafter  in  this  chapter  required.  No  person  shall 
use  on  any  vehicle  any  approved  electric  lamp  or  similar  device  unless  the  light  source  of  such  lamp  or  device 
comp  lies  with  the  conditions  of  approval  as  to  foe  us  and  rated  candlepower.

Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  headlampsorthe  a  uxilia  ry  d  riving  lamp  orthe  auxiliary  passing 
lamp  orcombination  thereof  on  motorvehicles  otherthan  motorcycles  or  motor  driven  cyclesshall  be  so 
arranged  that  the  driver  may  select  at  will  between  distributions  of  light  projected  to  different  elevations  and 
such  lampsmay,  in  addition,  be  so  arranged  that  such  selection  can  be  made  automatically,  subject  to  the 
following  limitations:

Every  person  driving  a  motorvehicle  equipped  with  multiple-beam  road  lighting  equipment,  during 
the  timeswhen  lighted  lampsare  required,  shall  use  a  distribution  of  light,  orcomposite  beam,  directed  high 
enough  and  of  sufficient  intensity  to  reveal  personsand  vehiclesata  safe  distance  in  advance  of  the  vehicle, 
subjeetto  the  following  requirements  and  limitations:  Wheneverthe  driverof  a  vehicle  approachesan 
oncoming  vehicle  within  five  hundred  feet,  or  is  within  three  hundred  feet  to  the  rear  of  another  vehicle 
traveling  in  the  same  direction,  the  drivershall  use  a  distribution  of  light  orcomposite  beam  so  aimed  that  the 
glaring  raysare  not  projected  into  the  eyesof  the  otherdriver,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  high-intensity  portion 
which  is  projected  to  the  left  of  the  prolongation  of  the  extreme  leftside  of  the  vehicle  be  aimed  higherthan 
the  centerof  the  lamp  from  which  it  comesat  a  distance  of  twenty-five  feet  ahead,  and  in  no  case  higher 
than  a  level  of  forty-two  inchesabove  the  level  upon  which  the  vehicle  standsat  a  distance  of  seventy-five 
feet  ahead.

ground  upon  which  the  vehicle  stands,  which  when  lighted  will  exhibit  a

"Ihe 
term  ''successor  in  interest1,  for  the  purposes  of  this  section,  means  a  creditorto  the  debtor  who  had  qualified 
specific  real  property  in  the  insurance  fond  priorto  the  transfer  of  title  to  the  creditor,  and  the  term  is  limited  to 
access  to  the  insurance  fond.

3.  "Ihe  department  shall  review  and  may  approve  any  compliance  schedule.  "Ihe  compliance  plan  shall 
provide  for  correction  of  violations  within  ninety  days  following  the  date  the  application  is  received  by  the 
department;  exceptthat  additional  reasonable  and  necessary  extensions  of  time  may  be  granted  atthe 
departments  discretion.  In  reviewing  the  reasonableness  of  a  compliance  schedule,  the  director  may  take  into 
account  information  supplied  by  the  regulated  facility,  any  public  comments;  and  information  developed  by 
department  staff.  "Ihe  decision  to  approve  or  disapprove  a  compliance  schedule  shall  be  based  on  the 
following  factors: 

(1)  "Ihe  nature  of  the  violations; 

(2)  "Ihe  environmental  and  public  health  consequences  of  the  violations; 

(3)  "Ihe  economic  circumstances  of  the  facility; 

(4)  "Ihe  availability  of  personnel,  equipment;  and  material;  and 

(5)  "Ihe  time  needed  to  implement  pollution  prevention  opportunities  as  an  alternative  to  pollution  control 
approaches  to  remedying  the  violations" ;  a  nd

In  orderto 
make  distributions  otherthan  qualified  distributions  to  the  equity  owners  of  a  certified  capital  company, 
however,  a  certified  capital  company  must  have  placed  one  hundred  percent  of  its  certified  capital  in 
investments.  Distributions  or  payments  to  debt  holders  of  a  certified  capital  company,  however,  may  be  made 
without  restriction  with  respectto  debt  owed  to  them  by  a  certified  capital  company.  A  debt  holderthat  is  also 
an  equity  holderof  a  certified  capital  company  may  receive  distributions  or  payments  with  respectto  such 
debt  without  restriction.  Once  a  certified  capital  company  has  placed  one  hundred  percent  of  its  certified 
capital  in  qualified  investments  and  has  metall  other  requirements  undersections  135.500  to  135.529,  it  shall  no 
longer  be  subject  to  regulation  by  the  department 

3.  No  qualified  investment  may  be  made  at  a  costto  a  Missouri  certified  capital  company  greaterthan  fifteen 
percent  of  the  total  certified  capital  under  management  of  the  Missouri  certified  capital  company  atthe  time 
of  investment 

4.  Documents  and  other  materials  submitted  by  Missouri  certified  capital  companies  or  by  businesses  for 
purposes  of  the  continuance  of  certification  may  be  deemed  "closed  records"  pursuantto  the  provisions  of 
section  620.014,  RSMo. 

5.  Each  Missouri  certified  capital  company  shall  reportthe  following  to  the  department 

(1)  As  soon  as  practicable  afterthe  receipt  of  certified  capital,  the  name  of  each  investorfiom  which  the 
certified  capital  was  received,  the  amount  of  each  investor's  investment  of  certified  capital  and  tax  credits 
computed  without  regard  to  any  limitations  under  subsection  3  of  section  135.503,  and  the  date  on  which  the 
certified  capital  was  received; 

(2)  On  a  quarterly  basis,  the  amount  of  the  Missouri  certified  capital  company's  certified  capital  atthe  end  of 
the  quarter,  whether  or  not  the  Missouri  certified  capital  company  has  invested  more  than  fifteen  percent  of  the 
total  certified  capital  under  management  in  any  one  company,  and  all  qualified  investments  thatthe  Missouri 
certified  capital  company  has  made; 

(3)  Each  Missouri  certified  capital  company  shall  provide  annual  audited  financial  statements  to  the 
department  which  include  an  opinion  of  an  independent  certified  public  accountantto  the  department  within 
ninety  daysofthe  close  ofthe  fiscal  year.  Ihe  audit  shall  address  the  methods  of  operation  and  conductofthe 
business  of  the  Missouri  certified  capital  company  to  determine  if  the  Missouri  certified  capital  company  is 
complying  with  the  statutes  and  program  rules  and  thatthe  funds  received  by  the  Missouri  certified  capital 
company  have  been  invested  as  required  within  the  time  limits  provided  by  sections  135.500  to  135.529. 

135.520. 1.  Ihe  division  of  finance  ofthe  department  of  economic  development  shall  conductan  annual  review 
of  each  Missouri  certified  capital  company  to  determine  if  the  Missouri  certified  capital  company  is  abiding  by 
the  requirements  of  certifications,  to  advise  the  Missouri  certified  capital  company  as  to  the  certification  status 
of  its  qualified  investments  and  to  ensure  that  no  investment  has  been  made  in  violation  of  sections  135.500  to 
135.529.  Ihe  cost  of  the  annual  review  shall  be  paid  by  each  Missouri  certified  capital  company  according  to  a 
reasonable  fee  schedule  adopted  by  the  department  Ihe  division  of  finance  shall  report  its  findings  to  the 
department  as  soon  as  practicable  following  completion  ofthe  audit 

2.  Any  material  violation  of  sections  135.500  to  135.529  shall  be  grounds  for  decertification  underthis  section.  If 
the  department  determines  that  a  company  is  notin  compliance  with  any  requirements  for  continuing  in 
certification,  it  shall,  by  written  notice,  inform  the  officers  ofthe  company  and  the  board  of  directors,  managers, 
trustees  or  genera  I  partners  that  they  may  be  decertified  in  one  hundred  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  mailing 
ofthe  notice,  unless  they  correctthe  deficiencies  and  are  again  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  for 
certification. 

3.  Atthe  end  ofthe  one  hundred  twenty-day  grace  period,  if  the  Missouri  certified  capital  company  is  still  notin 


compliance,  the  department  may  send  a  notice  of  decertification  to  the  company  and  to  the  directors  of  the 
department  of  revenue  and  department  of  insurance.  Decertification  of  a  Missouri  certified  capital  company 
priorto  the  certified  capital  company  meeting  all  requirements  of  subdivisions  (1)  to  (3)  of  subsection  lof 
section  135.516  shall  cause  the  recapture  of  all  premium  tax  credits  previously  claimed  by  an  investor  and  the 
forfeiture  of  all  future  credits  to  be  claimed  by  an  investor  with  respect  to  its  investment  in  the  certified  capital 
company.  Decertification  of  a  Missouri  certified  capital  company  after  it  has  met  a  II  requirements  of 
subdivisions  (1)  to  (3)  of  subsection  lof  section  135.516  shall  cause  the  forfeiture  of  premium  tax  credits  for  the 
taxable  yearofthe  investor  in  which  the  decertification  arose  and  forfuture  taxable  years  with  no  recapture  of 
tax  credits  obtained  by  an  investor  with  respectto  the  investor's  tax  years  which  ended  before  the 
decertification  occurred. 

135.523.  The  department  may  revoke  the  certification  of  a  Missouri  certified  capital  company  if  any  material 
representation  to  the  department  in  connection  with  fie  application  process  proves  to  have  been  falsely  made 
or  if  the  application  materially  violates  any  requirement  established  by  the  department  pursuant  to  sections 
135.500  to  135.529. 

135.526.  All  investments  for  which  tax  credits  a  re  claimed  underthe  provisions  of  sections  135.500  to  135.529 
shall  satisfy  the  conditions  of  being  registered  or  specific  ally  exemptfrom  registration  by  provisions  or 
regulations  under  chapter 409,  RSMo.

(4)  "Director",  the  director  of  the  department  of  economic  development  orthe  director's  designee; 

(5)  "Entity",  a  general  partnership,  limited  partnership,  entity  (including  not  for  profit  corporations)  or  limited 
liability  companies; 

(6)  "License",  a  license  issued  pursuantto  sections  135.600  to  135.730  authorizing  a  Missouri  entity  to  transact 
business  as  a  BIDCO; 

(7)  "Licensee",  a  Missouri  entity  which  is  licensed  pursuantto  sections  135.600  to  135.730; 

(8)  "Person",  an  individual,  proprietorship,  joint  venture,  partnership,  tiust;  business  trust;  syndicate,  association, 
joint  stock  company,  corporation,  cooperative,  government;  agency  of  a  government  or  any  other 
organization. 

Ihe  director  may  issue  ordersand 
promulgate  rules  that;  in  the  opinion  of  the  director,  ate  necessary  to  execute,  enforce  and  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  sections  135.600  to  135.730.  Any  rule  promulgated  shall  be  promulgated  in  accordance  with 
section  536.024,  RSMo. 

2.  Whenever  the  director  issues  an  order  or  license,  the  director  may  impose  conditions  that  a  re  necessary,  in

Development  Act1. 

Section  8.  As  used  in  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act;  the  following  terms  mean: 

(1)  "Board",  the  Missouri  development  finance  board  as  created  by  section  100.265,  RSMo; 

(2)  "Certificates",  the  revenue  bonds  or  notes  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  board  pursuarvtto  section  21  of  this 
act; 

(3)  "Credit1,  the  amount  agreed  to  between  the  board  and  an  eligible  industry,  but  notto  exceed  the 
incremental  income  tax  withholding  attributable  to  the  eligible  industry's  project; 

(4)  "Department",  the  Missouri  department  of  economic  development; 

(5)  "Director",  the  director  of  the  department  of  economic  development; 

(6)  "Economic  development  project": 

(a)  The  acquisition  of  any  real  property  by  the  board,  the  eligible  industry,  or  its  affiliate;  or 

(b)  The  fee  ownership  of  real  property  by  the  eligible  industry  or  its  affiliate;  and 

(c)  The  development  of  the  real  property  including  construction,  installation,  or  equipping  of  a  project; 
including  fixturesand  equipment;  and  fee  ilities  necessary  or  desirable  for  improvement  of  the  real  property, 
including  surveys;  site  testsand  inspections;  subsurface  site  work;  excavation;  removal  of  structures*  roadways, 
cemeteries  and  other  surface  obstructions;  filling,  grading  and  provision  of  drainage,  storm  water  retention, 
installation  of  utilities  such  as  water,  sewer,  sewage  treatment;  gas,  electricity,  communications  and  similar 
facilities;  off-site  construction  of  utility  extensions  to  the  boundaries  of  the  real  property;  and  the  acquisition, 
installation,  or  equipping  of  fee  ilities  on  the  real  property,  for  use  and  occupancy  by  the  eligible  industry  orits 
affiliates; 

(7)  "Eligible  employee",  a  person  employed  on  a  full-time  basis  in  a  new  job  atthe  economic  development 
project  averaging  at  least  thirty-five  hours  per  week  who  was  not  employed  by  the  eligible  industry  ora  related 
taxpayer  in  this  state  at  any  time  during  the  twelve-month  period  immediately  priorto  being  employed  atthe 
economic  development  project; 

(8)  "Eligible  industry",  a  business  located  within  the  state  of  Missouri  which  is  engaged  in  interstate  or  intrastate 
commerce  forthe  purpose  of  manufacturing,  processing  orassembling  products,  conducting  research  and 
development;  or  providing  services  in  interstate  commerce,  but  excluding  retail  health,  or  professional 
services  "Eligible  industry"  does  not  inc  lude  a  business  which  closes  or  substantially  reduces  its  operation  in 
one  area  of  the  state  and  relocates  substantially  the  same  operation  in  anotherarea  of  the  state.  This  does  not 
prohibita  business  from  expanding  its  operations  in  anotherarea  of  the  state  provided  that  existing  operations 
of  a  similar  nature  are  not  closed  or  substantially  reduced.  An  eligible  industry  must 

(a)  Investa  minimum  of  two  hundred  million  dollars  in  an  economic  development  project;  and 

(b)  Create  a  minimum  of  one  hundred  new  jobs  for  eligible  employees  atthe  economic  development  project; 

(9)  "Financing  agreement",  any  agreement  entered  into,  pursuarvtto  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act;  on  behalf  of  the 
board  and  an  eligible  industry  with  respect  to  an  economic  development  project  No  such  agreement  shall  be 
fora  period  longerthan  fifteen  years; 

(10)  "Inc  remental  income  tax  withholding",  the  total  amount  withheld  pursuarvtto  sections  143.191  to  143.265, 
RSMo,  by  the  employer  during  the  taxable  yearfrom  the  compensation  of  eligible  employees; 

(11)  "New  job",  a  job  in  a  new  or  expanding  eligible  industry  not  inc  luding  jobs  of  recalled  workers, 
replacement  jobs  or  jobs  that  formerly  existed  in  the  eligible  industry  in  the  state; 

(12)  "Program  costs",  all  necessary  and  incidental  costs  of  providing  program  services  including  payment  of 
the  principal  of  premium  and  interest  on  certificates;  including  capitalized  interest;  issued  to  finance  a  project; 
and  funding  and  maintenance  of  a  debt  service  reserve  fond  to  secure  such  certificates.  Program  costs  shall 
include: 

(a)  Obligations  incurred  for  labor  and  obligations  incurred  to  contractors,  subcontractors,  buildetsand 
materialmen  in  connection  with  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation  or  equipping  of  an  economic 


development  project; 

(b)  The  cost  of  acquiring  land  or  rights  in  land  and  any  cost  incidental  thereto,  including  recording  fees; 

(c) The  cost  of  contract  bonds  and  of  insurance  of  all  kinds  that  may  be  required  or  necessary  during  the 
course  of  acquisition,  construction,  installation  orequipping  of  an  economic  development  project  which  is  not 
paid  by  the  contrac  tor  or  contractors  or  otherwise  provided  for, 

(d)  All  costs  of  architectural  and  engineering  services*  including  test  borings,  surveys*  estimates,  plans  and 
specifications*  preliminary  investigations  and  supervision  of  construction,  as  well  as  the  costs  for  the 
performance  of  all  the  duties  required  by  ore  onsequervt  upon  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation  or 
equipping  of  an  economic  development  project; 

(e)  All  costs  which  are  required  to  be  paid  underthe  terms  of  any  contrac  tor  contracts  for  the  acquisition, 
construction,  installation  orequipping  of  an  economic  development  project;  and 

(f)  All  other  costs  of  a  nature  comparable  to  those  described  in  this  subdivision; 

(13)  "Program  services",  administrative  expenses ofthe  board,  including  contracted  professional  services*  and 
the  cost  of  issuance  of  certificates. 

Section  9. 1.  The  Missouri  development  finance  board  shall  have,  in  addition  to  the  powers  provided  to  it  in 
sections  100.250  to  100.297,  RSMo,  and  with  the  approval  ofthe  department;  all  the  powers  necessary  or 
convenierrtto  cany  outand  effectuate  the  purposesand  provisions  of  sections  7  to  22  ofthisact  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  the  powerto: 

(1)  Provide  and  finance  economic  development  projects*  pursuantto  the  provisions  of  sections  7  to  22  of  this 
act;  and  cooperate  with  eligible  industries  in  orderto  promote,  fosterand  support  economic  development 
within  the  state; 

(2)  Conduct  hearings  and  inquiries,  in  the  mannerand  by  the  methods  as  it  deems  desirable,  forthe  purpose  of 
gathering  information  with  respeetto  eligible  induces  and  economic  development  projects*  and  forthe 
purpose  of  making  any  determinations  necessary  or  desirable  in  the  furtherance  of  sections  7  to  22  ofthisact; 
and 

(3)  Negotiate  the  terms  of,  including  the  a  mount  of  project  costs,  and  enter  into  financing  agreements  with 
eligible  industries,  and  in  connection  therewith  to  acquire,  convey,  sell,  mortgage,  finance  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  any  property,  real  or  personal,  loan  bond  proceeds*  and  permit  the  use  of  incremental  income  tax 
withholding,  in  connection  with  an  economic  development  project;  and  to  pay,  orcause  to  be  paid,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  a  financing  agreement;  the  program  costs  of  an  economic  development 
projectfiom  any  funds  available  therefor. 

2.  Certificates  issued  by  the  board  pursuantto  the  provisions  of  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act  shall  reconstitute  an 
indebtedness  or  liability  ofthe  state  of  Missouri  within  the  meaning  of  any  state  constitutional  provision  or 
statutory  limitation  and  shall  not  constitute  a  pledge  ofthe  faith  and  credit  of  the  state  of  Missouri. 

Section  10. 1.  The  department;  in  conjunction  with  the  board,  shall  establish  the  procedures  and  standards  for 
the  determination  and  approval  of  eligible  industries  and  their  economic  development  projects  by  the 
promulgation  of  rules  or  regulations  in  accordance  with  sections  7  to  22  ofthisact;  chapter  536,  RSMo,  and 
section  620.1066,  RSMo.  These  rules  or  regulations  shall  mandate  the  evaluation  ofthe  credit  worthiness  of 
eligible  industries,  the  number  of  new  jobs  to  be  provided  by  an  economic  development  project  to  residents  of 
the  state,  and  the  likelihood  ofthe  economic  sue  cess  of  the  economic  development  project  No  economic 
development  project  which  will  result  in  the  replacement  of  facilities  existing  in  the  state  shall  be  approved  by 
the  board. 

2.  With  respeetto  each  eligible  industry  making  an  application  to  the  board  for  incentives*  and  with  respeetto 
the  economic  development  project  described  in  the  application,  the  board  shall  request  relevant  information, 
documentation  and  other  materials  and  make  inquiries  ofthe  applicantas  necessary  or  appropriate.  Aftera 
diligent  review  of  relevant  materials  and  completion  of  its  inquiries,  the  board  may  by  resolution  designate  an 
economic  development  project 

Section  11.  The  board  may  enter  into,  with  the  approval  ofthe  department  and  in  consultation  with  the  office  of 
administration,  with  any  eligible  industry,  a  financing  agreement  with  respeetto  its  economic  development 
project  Subject  to  the  inc  lusion  ofthe  mandatory  provisions  set  forth  in  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act;  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  each  financing  agreement  shall  be  determined  by  negotiations  between  the  board  and  the 
eligible  industry. 

Section  12.  The  financing  agreement  shall  provide  in  substance  that 

(1)  It  may  be  assigned  by  the  eligible  industry  only  upon  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  board  following  the 
adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  board  to  such  effect  and 

(2)  Upon  default  by  the  eligible  indusby  in  any  obligations  underthe  financing  agreement  or  other  documents 
evidencing,  securing  or  related  to  the  eligible  industry's  obligations,  the  board  shall  have  the  right  at  its  option, 


to: 

(a)  Declare  the  financing  agreement  or  other  such  documents  in  default; 

(b)  Accelerate  and  declare  the  total  of  all  such  payments  due  by  the  eligible  indusby  and  sell  the  economic 
development  project  at  public,  private,  or  judicial  sale; 

(c)  Pursue  any  remedy  provided  underthe  financing  agreement  or  other  such  documents; 

(d)  Be  entitled  to  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  by  the  circuit  court  wherein  any  part  of  the  economic 
development  project  is  located;  and 

(e)  Pursue  any  other  applicable  legal  remedy. 

Section  13.  After  receipt  of  an  application,  the  board  may  with  the  approval  of  the  department;  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  an  eligible  industry  fora  credit  pursuant  to  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act  if  the  board  determines 
that  all  of  the  following  conditions  exist 

(1)  "The  applicants  project  will  create  new  jobs  that  were  not  jobs  previously  performed  by  employees  of  the 
applicant  in  Missouri; 

(2)  lhe  applicants  project  is  economically  sound  and  will  benefitthe  people  of  Missouri  by  increasing 
opportunities  for  employment  and  strengthening  the  economy  of  Missouri; 

(3)  lhe  political  subdivisions  affected  by  the  project  have  committed  significant  local  incentives  with  respectto 
the  project; 

(4)  Receiving  the  credit  is  a  majorfactorin  the  applicants  decision  to  go  forward  with  the  project  and  not 
receiving  the  credit  will  result  in  the  applicant  not  creating  new  jobs  in  Missouri;  and 

(5)  Awarding  the  credit  will  result  in  an  overall  positive  fiscal  impactto  the  state. 

Section  14.  In  determining  the  credit  that  should  be  awarded,  the  board  shall  take  into  consideration  the 
following  factors: 

(1)  lhe  economy  of  the  county  where  the  projected  investment  is  to  occur; 

(2)  lhe  potential  impact  on  the  economy  of  Missouri; 

(3)  lhe  incremental  payroll  attributable  to  the  project; 

(4)  lhe  capital  investment  attributable  to  the  project; 

(5)  lhe  amountthe  average  wage  paid  by  the  applicant  exceeds  the  average  wage  paid  within  the  county  in 
which  the  project  will  be  located; 

(6)  lhe  cost5to  Missouri  and  the  affected  political  subdivisions  with  respectto  the  project; 

(7)  lhe  financial  assistance  that  is  otherwise  provided  by  Missouri  and  the  affected  political  subdivisions. 

Section  15.  lhe  board  shall  determine  the  amountand  duration  of  a  creditawarded  pursuant  to  sections  7  to  22 
of  this  act  The  credit  a  mount  may  not  exceed  the  incremental  income  tax  withholding. 

Section  16.  An  agreement  between  the  board  and  an  eligible  industry  shall  include  all  of  the  following: 

(1)  A  detailed  description  of  the  projectthatisthe  subject  of  the  agreement; 

(2)  A  specific  method  for  determining  the  number  of  new  employees  employed  during  a  taxable  year  who  are 
performing  jobs  not  previously  performed  by  an  employee  of  the  eligible  industry; 

(3)  A  requirement  that  the  taxpayershall  annually  reportto  the  board  the  numberof  new  employees  who  are 
performing  jobs  not  previously  performed  by  an  employee,  the  new  income  tax  revenue  withheld  in 
connection  with  the  new  employees,  and  any  other  information  the  board  needs  to  perform  its  duties  pursuant 
to  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act; 

(4)  A  requirement  that  the  taxpayershall  provide  written  notification  to  the  director  and  the  board  not  mote 
than  thirty  days  after  the  taxpayer  makes  or  receives  a  proposal  that  would  transfer  the  taxpayer's  state  tax 
liability  obligations  to  a  successor  taxpayer;  and 

(5)  Any  other  performance  conditions  that  the  board  and  the  director  determine  ate  appropriate. 

Section  17.  If  the  board  determines  that  an  eligible  indusby  which  has  received  a  credit  pursuant  to  sections  7 
to  22  of  this  act  is  not  complying  with  the  requirements  of  toe  credit  agreement  or  a  II  ofthe  provisions  of 
sections  7  to  22  of  this  act;  the  board  shall,  after  giving  the  indusby  an  opportunity  to  explain  the 
noncompliance,  notify  the  department  of  revenue  ofthe  noncompliance  and  request  an  assessment  lhe 
board  shall  state  the  amount  ofthe  assessment;  which  may  not  exceed  the  sum  of  any  previously  allowed 


incremental  income  tax  withholding  pursuant  to  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act  After  receiving  such  a  notice,  the 
department  of  revenue  shall  make  anassessmervtagainstthe  taxpayer  for  the  amount  stated  in  the  board's 
notice. 

Section  18.  On  an  annual  basis,  the  director  shall  provide  foran  evaluation  of  the  program.  "Ihe  evaluation  shall 
include  an  assessment  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  program  in  creating  new  jobs  in  Missouri  and  of  the  revenue 
impactof  the  program.  Ihe  director  shall  submit  a  report  on  the  evaluation  to  the  governor,  the  president  pro 
tern  of  the  senate,  and  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives. 

Section  19.  An  agreement  between  the  board  and  an  eligible  industry  shall  provide  that  all  or  part  of  program 
costs  are  to  be  met  by  receipt  of  incremental  income  tax  withholding.  Incremental  income  tax  withholding 
shall  be  based  upon  wages  paid  to  eligible  employees.  A  portion  orall  of  the  total  payments  made  by  the 
employer  pursuant  to  section  143.221,  RSMo,  shall  be  designated  asthe  incremental  income  tax  withholding.  If 
business  oremployment  conditions  cause  the  amount  of  the  incremental  income  tax  withholding  to  be  less 
than  the  amount  projected  in  the  agreement  for  any  time  period,  then  other  withholding  tax  paid  by  the 
employer  pursuant  to  section  143.221,  RSMo,  shall  be  credited  to  the  Missouri  large-scale  development  fond  by 
the  amount  of  such  difference.  "Ihe  employer  shall  remit  the  amount  of  the  incremental  income  tax  withholding 
to  the  department  of  revenue  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  22  ofthisact  When  all  program  costs, 
including  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  certificates  have  been  paid,  the  employer 
credits  shall  cease. 

Section  20. 1.  Ihe  board  shall  establish  a  special  fond  for  and  in  the  name  of  each  project  All  funds 
appropriated  by  the  general  assembly  to  the  department  of  economic  development  from  the  large-scale 
development  fond  and  disbursed  by  the  board  forthe  projectand  other  a  mounts  received  by  the  board  in 
respectofthe  projectand  requited  by  the  agreement  to  be  used  to  pay  program  costs  forthe  projectshall  be 
deposited  in  the  special  fond.  Amounts  held  in  the  special  fond  may  be  used  and  disbursed  by  the  board  only 
to  pay  program  costs  forthe  project 

2.  Any  disbursement  in  respect  of  a  project  received  from  the  department  of  economic  development  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act;  and  the  spec  ial  fond  into  whic  h  it  is  paid,  may  be  inevocably 
pledged  by  the  board  forthe  payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  certificate  issued 
by  the  board  to  finance  or  refinance,  in  whole  or  in  part;  the  project 

3.  Ihe  employer  shall  certify  to  the  department  of  revenue  that  the  creditfrom  withholding  is  in  accordance 
with  an  agreement  and  shall  provide  other  information  the  department  may  require. 

4.  An  employee  participating  in  a  projectshall  receive  foil  creditforthe  a  mount  designated  as  incremental 
income  tax  withholding  and  withheld  as  provided  in  section  143.221,  RSMo. 

5.  If  an  agreement  provides  that  a  II  or  part  of  program  costs  are  to  be  met  by  receipt  of  incremental  income 
tax  withholding,  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  also  apply  to  any  successorto  the  original  employer  until 
such  time  asthe  principal  and  interest  on  the  certificates  have  been  paid. 

Section  21. 1.  lo  provide  funds  forthe  present  payment  of  the  costs  of  economic  development  projects,  the 
board  may  borrow  money  and  issue  and  sell  certificates  payable  from  a  suffic  iervt  portion  of  the  future  receipts 
of  payments  authorized  by  the  agreement  including  disbursements  from  the  Missouri  large-scale  development 
fond  to  the  special  fond  established  by  the  board  foreach  project  Ihe  certificates  shall  be  marketed  through 
financial  institutions  authorized  to  do  business  in  Missouri.  Ihe  receipts  shall  be  pledged  to  the  payment  of 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  certificates  Certificates  may  be  sold  at  public  sale  orat  private  sale  at  par, 
premium,  ordiscountof  not  less  than  ninety-five  percent  of  the  parvalue  thereof,  atthe  discretion  of  the  board, 
and  may  bear  interest  at  such  rate  orratesasthe  board  shall  determine,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  108.170,  RSMo,  to  the  contrary.  Certificates  may  be  issued  with  respectto  a  single  projector  multiple 
projects  and  may  contain  terms  or  conditions  as  the  boaid  may  provide  by  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance 
of  the  certificates 

2.  Certificates  issued  to  refund  other  certificates  may  be  sold  at  public  sale  or  at  private  sale  as  provided  in  this 
section  with  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  to  be  used  forthe  payment  of  the  certificates  being  refunded.  Ihe 
refunding  certificates  may  be  exchanged  in  paymentand  discharge  of  the  certificates  being  refunded,  in 
installments  at  different  times  or  an  entire  issue  or  series  at  one  time.  Refunding  certificates  may  be  sold  or 
exchanged  atany  time  on,  before,  or  after  the  maturity  of  the  outstanding  certificates  to  be  refunded.  They 
may  be  issued  forthe  purpose  of  refunding  a  like,  greateror  lesser  principal  a  mount  of  certificates  and  may 
beara  higher,  lower  or  equivalent  rate  of  interest  than  the  certificates  being  renewed  or  refunded.

Section  22. 1.  There  is  hereby  established  within  the  state  treasury  a  special  fond,  to  be  known  asthe  "Missouri 
Large-Scale  Development  Fund",  to  be  administered  by  the  department  of  economic  development  The 
department  of  revenue  shall  credit  to  the  large-scale  development  fond,  as  received,  all  incremental  income 


tax  withholding  remitted  by  employers.  The  fund  shall  also  consist  of  any  gifts,  contributions,  grants  or  bequests 
received  from  federal,  private  or  other  sources  The  general  assembly,  however,  shall  not  provide  fbrany 
transfer  of  general  revenue  funds  into  the  large-scale  development  fund.

Ihe  department  shall  disburse  such  appropriated  funds  in  a  timely 
manner  into  the  spec  ial  funds  established  by  the  board  for  projects*  whic  h  funds  shall  be  used  to  pay  program 
costs,  including  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  certificates  issued  by  the  board  to  finance  or 
refinance,  in  whole  or  in  part;  a  project  Such  disbursements  by  the  department  of  economic  development 
shall  be  made  to  the  special  fond  for  each  project  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  incremental  income  tax 
withholding  remitted  by  the  employer  participating  in  such  project  bears  to  the  total  remitted  by  all  employers 
participating  in  projects  during  the  period  forwhichthe  disbursement  is  made.  Moneys  for  economic 
development  projects  established  pursuarvtto  the  provisions  of  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act  shall  be  obtained 
from  appropriations  made  by  the  general  assembly  from  the  Missouri  large-scale  development  fond.

8.  (1)  The  directorof  revenue  shall  issue  annually  a  tab  or  set  of  tabs  as  evidence  of  the  annual  payment  of 
registration  feesand  the  current  registration  of  a  vehicle  in  lieu  of  the  [set]  of  [plates]  plate. 

(2)  The  vehicle  ownerto  whom  a  tab  or  set  of  tabs  is  issued  shall  affix  and  display  such  tab  ortabsin  the 
designated  area  of  the  license  plate,  no  more  than  one  perplate. 


(3)  A  tab  or  set  of  tabs  issued  by  the  director  when  attached  to  a  vehicle  in  the  prescribed  manner  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  that  the  registration  fee  for  such  vehicle  has  been  paid. 

(4)  Except  as  provided  in  subdivision  (1)  of  this  subsection,  the  director  of  revenue  shall  issue  platesfora  period 
of  at  lea st  five  years. 

(5)  For  those  commercial  mo  tor  vehicles  registered  pursuant  to  an  agreement  under  section  301.277,  the  plate 
issued  by  the  directorof  revenue  shall  be  a  permanent  nonexpiring  license  plate  forwhich  no  tabsshall  be 
issued.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  relieve  the  ownerof  any  vehicle  permanently  registered  under  this  section 
from  the  obligation  to  pay  the  annual  registration  fee  due  forthe  vehicle.  "The  permanent  nonexpiring  license 
plate  shall  be  returned  to  the  directorof  revenue  upon  the  sale  ordisposal  of  the  vehicle  by  the  ownerto 
whom  the  permanent  nonexpiring  license  plate  is  issued,  orthe  plate  may  be  transferred  to  a  replacement 
commercial  motorvehicle  when  the  ownerfilesa  supplemental  application  with  the  Missouri  highway 
reciprocity  commission  forthe  registration  of  such  replacement  commercial  motorvehicle.  Upon  payment  of 
the  annual  registration  fee,  the  directorof  revenue  shall  issue  a  certificate  of  registration  or  other  suitable 
evidence  of  payment  of  the  annual  fee,  and  such  evidence  of  payment  shall  be  carried  at  all  times  in  the 
vehicle  forwhich  it  is  issued.

10.  Any  rule  orportion  of  a  rule  promulgated  pursuant  to  this  section  may  be  suspended  by  the  joint  committee 
on  administrative  rules  if  after  hearing  thereon  the  committee  finds  that  such  rule  orportion  of  the  rule  is 
beyond  orcontrary  to  the  statutory  authority  of  the  agency  which  promulgated  the  rule,  oris  inconsistent  with 
the  legislative  intent  of  the  authorizing  statute.  "The  general  assembly  may  reinstate  such  rule  by  concurrent

(3)  Is  restricted  by  lung  disease  to  such  an  extent  thatthe  person's  forced  respiratory  expiratory  volume  forone 
second,  when  measured  by  spirometry,  is  less  than  one  liter,  orthe  arterial  oxygen  tension  is  less  than  sixty 
mm/hg  on  room  air  at  rest;  or 

(4)  Uses  portable  oxygen;  or 

(5)  Hasa  cardiac  condition  to  the  extent  that  the  person's  functional  limitations  a  re  classified  in  severity  as  class 
III  or  class  IV  according  to  standards  set  by  the  American  Heart  Association;  or 

(6)  Is  severely  limited  in  his  ability  to  walk  due  to  an  arthritic,  neurological,  or  orthopedic  condition. 

2.  'Temporarily  disabled  person"  means  a  physically  disabled  person  whose  disability  or  incapacity  can  be 
expected  to  last  for  not  more  than  one  hundred  eighty  days. 

3.  Ownersof  motorvehicles  who  are  residentsof  the  state  of  Missouri,  and  who  are  physically  disabled,  owners 
of  motorvehiclesoperated  at  least  fifty  percent  of  the  time  by  a  physically  disabled  person,  orownersof  motor 
vehiclesused  to  transport  physically  disabled  membersof  the  owner's  household  may  obtain  disabled  person 
license  plates.  Such  owners,  upon  application,  accompanied  by  the  documentsand  feesprovided  forin  this 
section,  and  by  state  motorvehicle  laws  relating  to  registration  and  licensing  of  motorvehicles  shall  be  issued 
motorvehicle  license  plates  for  vehicles,  other  than  commercial  vehicles  with  a  gross  weight  in  excess  of 
twenty-four  thousand  pounds,  upon  which  shall  be  inscribed  the  international  wheelchair  accessibility  symbol 
and  the  word  "disabled"  in  addition  to  a  combination  of  lettersand  numbers.  Such  license  platesshall  be 
made  with  fully  reflective  material  with  a  common  color  sc  heme  and  design,  shall  be  clearly  visible  at  night, 
and  shall  be  aesthetically  attractive,  asprescribed  by  section  301.130.  Handicapped  parking  placesmay  only 
be  used  when  a  physically  disabled  occupant  is  in  the  motorvehicle  atthe  time  of  parking  orwhen  a 
physically  disabled  person  isbeing  delivered  orcollected  by  a  properly  marked  vehicle  which  isparked  forthe 


sole  use  of  the  physically  disabled  person.  No  vehicle  shall  park  in  the  accessaisle.  Such  parking  violation  shall 
be  an  infraction.  The  use  of  a  vehicle  displaying  a  disabled  license  plate  orwindshield  placard  to  parkin  a 
parking  space  designated  forthe  disabled  by  a  person  not  transporting  the  individual  for  whom  the  license  or 
placard  was  issued  shall  be  an  infraction.  Upon  conviction  thereof,  viola  tors  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars.

(2)  "Disabled",  the  inability  to  engage  in  any  substarvial  gainful  activity  by  reason  of  any  medically 
determinable  physical  or  mental  impairment  which  can  be  expected  to  result  in  death  or  which  has  lasted  or 
can  be  expected  to  last  for  a  continuous  period  of  not  less  than  twelve  months  A  claimant  shall  not  be 
required  to  be  gainfully  employed  priorto  such  disability  to  qualify  forthe  property  tax  credit; 

[(2)]  (3)  'Cross  rent",  amount  paid  by  a  claimant  to  a  landlord  forthe  rental,  at  arm's  length,  of  a  homestead 

(during  the  calendaryear,  exclusive  of  c  ha  rges  for  health  and  personal  care  services  and  food  furnished  as 

part  of  the  rental  agreement,  whetherornot  expressly  set  out  in  the  rental  agreement.  If  the  directorof 
revenue  determinesthat  the  landlord  and  tenant  have  not  dealt  at  arm's  length,  and  thatthe  gross  rent  is 
excessive,  then  he  shall  determine  the  gross  rent  based  upon  a  reasonable  amount  of  rent.  Gross  rent  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  paid  only  if  actually  paid  priorto  the  date  a  return  is  filed.  "The  directorof  revenue  may 
prescribe  regulations  requiring  a  return  of  information  by  a  landlord  receiving  rent,  certifying  fora  calendar 
yearthe  amount  of  gross  rent  received  from  a  tenant  claiming  a  property  tax  credit  and  shall,  by  regulation, 
provide  a  method  for  certification  by  the  claimant  of  the  amount  of  gross  rent  paid  forany  calendaryearfor 
which  a  claim  is  made.

(3)  "Homestead",  the  dwelling  in  Missouri  owned  orrented  by  the  claimant  and  not  to  exceed  five  acresof  land 
surrounding  it  a  sis  reasonably  necessary  for  use  of  the  dwelling  asa  home.  It  may  consist  of  part  of  a 
multidwelling  or  multipurpose  building  and  part  of  the  land  upon  which  it  isbuilt.  "Owned"  includesa  vendee  in 
possession  undera  land  contract  and  one  ormore  tenantsby  the  entireties,  joint  tenants,  ortenantsin 
common  and  includesa  claimant  actually  in  possession  if  he  wasthe  immediate  formerownerof  record,  if  a 
lineal  descendant  is  presently  the  ownerof  record,  and  if  the  claimant  actually  paysall  taxes  upon  the 
property.  It  may  include  a  mobile  home; 

(4)  "Income",  Missouri  adjusted  gross  income  asdefined  in  section  143.121,  RSMo,  less  two  thousand  dollarsas 
an  exemption  forthe  claimant's  spouse  residing  atthe  same  address,  and  increased,  where  necessary,  to 
reflect  the  following: 

(a)  Social  security,  railroad  retirement,  and  vetera  ns  payments  and  benefits  unless  the  claimant  is  a  one 
hundred  percent  service-connected,  disabled  veteran  ora  spouse  of  a  one  hundred  percent  service- 
connected,  disabled  veteran.  The  one  hundred  percent  service-connected  disabled  veteran  shall  not  be 
required  to  list  vetera  ns  payments  and  benefits; 

(b)  "The  total  amount  of  all  other  public  and  private  pensions  and  annuities; 

(c)  Public  relief,  public  assistance,  and  unemployment  benefits  received  in  cash,  otherthan  benefits  received 
underthischapter; 

(d)  No  deduction  being  allowed  for  losses  not  incurred  in  a  trade  orbusiness; 

(e)  Interest  on  the  obligationsof  the  United  States,  any  state,  orany  of  theirsubdivisionsand  instrumentalities; 

(5)  "Property  taxes  accrued",  property  taxes  paid,  exclusive  of  special  assessments,  penalties,  interest,  and 
charges  for  service  levied  on  a  claimant's  homestead  in  any  calendaryear.  Property  taxes  shall  qualify  forthe 
credit  only  if  actually  paid  priorto  the  date  a  return  is  filed.  "The  directorof  revenue  shall  require  a  taxreceipt  or 
other  proof  of  property  tax  payment.  If  a  homestead  is  owned  only  partially  by  claimant,  then  "property  taxes 
accrued"  is  that  part  of  property  taxes  levied  on  the  homestead  which  was  actually  paid  bythe  claimant.  For 
purposes  of  this  subdivision,  property  taxesare  "levied"  when  the  tax  roll  isdelivered  to  the  directorof  revenue 
forcollection.  Ifa  claimant ownsa  homestead  partofthe  preceding  calendaryearand  rents itora  different 
homestead  for  part  of  the  same  year,  "property  taxes  accrued"  means  only  taxes  levied  on  the  homestead 
both  owned  and  occupied  bythe  claimant,  multiplied  bythe  percentage  oftwelve  months  that  such  property 
was  owned  and  occupied  as  the  homestead  of  the  claimant  during  the  year.  When  a  claimant  owns  and 
occupiestwo  ormore  different  homesteadsin  the  same  calendaryear,  property  taxes  accrued  shall  be  the 
sum  of  taxes  a  Hoc  able  to  those  several  propertiesoccupied  bythe  claimant  asa  homestead  forthe  year.

If  the  predecessors'  rates  were  not  identical,  the  division  shall  calculate  a  rate  as  of  the  date  of 
acquisition  applicable  to  the  successor  for  the  remainderof  the  rate  year,  which  rate  shall  be  based  on  the 
combined  experience  of  all  predecessor  employers.  In  the  event  that  any  successor  was,  prior  to  an 
acquisition,  an  employer,  and  there  isa  difference  in  the  contribution  rate  established  forsuch  calendaryear 
applicable  to  any  acquired  oracquiring  employer,  the  division  shall  make  a  recalculation  asof  the  date  of 
acquisition  of  the  contribution  rate  applicable  to  any  successor  employer  based  upon  the  combined 
experience  of  all  predecessor  and  successor  employers,  which  revised  contribution  rate  shall  apply  to 
employment  after  the  date  of  any  such  acquisition.  For  this  purpose  a  calculation  date  different  from  J  uly  first 
may  be  established.  When  the  division  hasdetermined  that  a  successor  or  successors  stand  in  the  position  of  a 
predecessoremployer,  the  predecessor's  liability  shall  be  terminated  asof  the  date  of  the  acquisition.]  1.  For 
purposes  of  this  chapter,  a  business  is  deemed  astransfened  if  any  asset  or  liability  activity  of  an  employer  is 
transferred  in  whole  or  in  part  by  any  meansto  a  nofier  employer  or  employing  unit  "Ihe  transfer  provision  is 
applicable  to  all  employers  oremploying  units  and  shall  include  for  profit;  not  for  profit  or  governmental 
entities 

2.  For  the  purposes  ofthis  chapter,  ifthe  business  of  any  employer  is  transferred,  the  transferee  is  deemed  a 
successor  if  the  division  determines  that  at  the  time  of  the  business  transfer,  the  predecessor  and  the  successor 
businesses  are  owned  or  controlled,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  by  substantially  the  same  interest  or  interests  by 
legally  enforceable  means.  Ownership  of  the  business  entity  by  the  same  interest  or  interests  shall  be 
considered  substantially  the  same  if  at  least  fifty  percent  or  more  ofthe  business  entity  of  the  successor  is 
owned  or  controlled  by  individuals  or  entities  who,  immediately  preceding  the  change  of  ownership,  owned  or 
controlled  atleastfHty  percent  or  more  ofthe  business  entity  ofthe  predecessor,  and  the  successor  has 
continued  or  resumes  the  business  ofthe  predecessor  in  the  same  establishment  which  may  or  may  not  be  at 
the  same  location.  Without  limitation  by  reason  of  enumeration,  it  is  presumed  by  the  division,  unless  shown  to 
the  contrary,  thatthe  meaning  of  ''same  interest  or  interests"  includes  a  spouse,  child,  parent  of  the  individual  or 
individuals  who  owned  or  controlled  the  business.  Ihe  meaning  of  ''same  interest  or  interests"  shall  include  any 
combination  ofthe  relationships  as  previously  outlined  in  this  subsection. 

3.  Any  successor  pursuant  to  this  section  which  was  notan  employer  atthe  time  the  transfer  occurred  shall  pay 
contributions  for  the  balance  ofthe  calendar  yea  rat  the  same  contribution  rate  asthe  predecessor  provided 
there  is  only  one  predecessor  or  multiple  predecessors  with  identical  rates  If  there  is  more  than  one 
predecessor  and  the  predecessors'  rates  are  not  identical,  the  division  shall  calculate  a  contribution  rate  which 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  successor  for  the  remainderof  the  contribution  rate  year.  Ihe  calculated  contribution 
rate  shall  be  based  on  the  combined  experience  of  all  predecessor  employers  and  shall  be  applicable  to  the 


next  calendar  qua  iter  within  the  same  calendar  year  following  the  date  of  the  transfer.  In  the  eventthatthe 
successor  is  an  employer  prior  to  a  transfer  and  theie  is  a  difference  in  the  contribution  rate  established  for 
such  calendar  year  applicable  to  any  predecessor  employer,  the  division  shall  make  a  recalculation  of  the 
contribution  rate  applicable  to  the  successor  employer  based  upon  the  combined  experience  of  all 
predecessor  and  successor  employers;  asofthe  beginning  of  the  next  calendar  quarter  within  the  same 
calendar  year  following  the  date  of  transfer. 

4.  When  the  division  determines  that  a  successor  stands  in  the  position  of  a  predecessor  employer,  the 
successor  shall  take  overand  continue  the  predecessor's  account;  including  positive  and  negative  balances 
and  all  other  aspects  of  the  account  pursuant  to  thischapter.  The  predecessor  and  the  successor  shall  be 
jointly  and  severally  liable  for  any  amounts  owed  by  the  predecessorto  the  division. 

5.  If  only  a  portion  of  any  asset  or  liability  activity  of  the  predecessor  is  transferred,  the  successor  shall  stand  in 
the  position  of  the  predecessor  and  shall  receive  a  proportionate  share  of  the  predecessor's  separate  account; 
actual  contribution  and  benefit  experience  and  annual  payroll  as  determined  by  the  portion  of  the 
predecessor's  taxable  payroll  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  asset  or  liability  oractivity  acquired.  The 
predecessor  shall  remain  folly  liable  for  its  current  or  delinquent  contributions  or  both,  payments  in  lieu  of 
contributions,  interestand  penalties.  The  successor  shall  also  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  with  the 
predecessor  for  a  proportionate  share  ofthe  predecessor's  current  or  delinquent  contributions  or  both, 
payments  in  lieu  of  contributions;  interestand  penalties  ofthe  predecessor  in  the  same  proportionate  share  as 
provided  for  in  this  section. 

6.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  become  effective  on  J  anuary  1, 1997. 

288.113.  Each  employer's  rate  forthe  twelve  monthscommencing  J  anuary  first  of  any  calendaryearshall  be 
determined  on  the  basisof  [his]  the  employer's  record  through  the  preceding  J  une  thirtieth.  In  the  event  the 
division  hasbeen  unable  to  calculate  the  rate,  orthe  calculation  of  such  rate  by  the  division  hasnotyet 
become  final,  in  time  to  advise  such  employerof  such  rate  a  reasonable  time  before  the  date  any  contribution 
payment  may  be  due,  the  rate  in  effect  forthe  preceding  calendaryearshall  be  paid  by  each  employer  and 
an  adjustment  of  any  overpayment  shall  be  permitted  or  additional  payment  demanded  in  the  event  of  an 
underpayment,  in  connection  with  any  different  rate  established  forsuch  calendaryear,  but  no  interest  shall 
accrue  on  any  such  underpayment  until  the  expiration  of  [fifteen]  thirty  days  from  the  mailing  of  such  demand. 

[288.114.  Effective  September 30,  1995,  any  person  who  isdefined  asan  employeroremploying  unit  pursuant 
to  this  chapter  and  chapter287,  RSMo,  but  whose  employeesare  noteligible  forbenefitsundereitherorboth 
chapters  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  taxes  otherwise  imposed  underthose  chapters  to  the  extent  that  the 
person's  employees  a  re  not  eligible  forbenefits.] 

288.130.  1.  Each  employing  unit  shall  keep  true  and  accurate  payroll  and  otherrelated  records,  containing 
such  information  as  the  division  may  by  regulation  prescribe  fora  period  of  at  least  [five]  three  calendar  years 
afterthe  record  wasmade.  Such  recordsshall  be  open  to  inspection  and  be  subjectto  being  copied  by 
authorized  representatives  of  the  division  at  any  reasonable  time  and  asoften  asmay  be  necessary.  Any 
authorized  person  engaged  in  administering  this  law  may  require  from  any  employing  unit  any  sworn  or 
unsworn  reports,  with  respectto  individuals  performing  services  for  it,  which  arc  deemed  necessary  forthe 
effective  administration  of  this  law.

288.160.  1.  If  any  employer  neglects  or  refuses  to  make  a  reportand  payment  of  contributions  as  required  by 
this  law  the  division  shall  make  an  estimate  based  on  any  information  in  itspossession  orthat  may  come  into  its 
possession  of  the  amount  of  wages  pa  id  by  such  employer  for  the  period  in  respect  to  which  [he]  the  employer 
failed  to  make  reportand  payment,  and  upon  the  basisof  said  estimated  amount  compute  and  assess  the 
contributions  and  interest  payable  by  such  employer,  adding  to  such  sum  a  penalty  equal  to  ten  percent 
thereof.

to  the  last  known  addressof  such  employerin  this  state  orin  any  state,  in  the  event  [he]  the  employer  has  none 
in  this  state. 

3.  If  fraud  orevasion  on  the  part  of  any  employer  is  discovered  by  the  division,  the  division  shall  determine  the 
amount  by  which  the  state  hasbeen  defrauded,  shall  add  to  the  amount  so  determined  a  penalty  equal  to 
twenty-five  percent  thereof,  and  shall  assess  the  same  against  the  employer.  The  amount  so  assessed  shall  be 
immediately  due  and  payable;  provided,  however,  thatthe  division  shall  promptly  the  re  after  give  to  said 
employer  written  notice  of  such  assessment.

288.200.  1.  Any  of  the  parties  (including  the  division)  to  any  decision  of  an  a  ppea  Is  tribuna  I,  may  file  with  the 
commission  within  [fifteen]  thirty  days  following  the  date  of  notification  ormailing  of  such  decision,  an 
application  to  have  such  decision  reviewed  by  the  commission.  The  commission  may  allow  ordeny  an 
application  forreview.  If  an  application  isallowed,  the  commission  may  affirm,  modify,  reverse,  orset  aside  the 
decision  of  the  appeals  tribunal  on  the  basisof  the  evidence  previously  submitted  in  such  case  ormay  take 
additional  evidence  ormay  remand  the  matterto  the  a  ppea  Is  tribuna  I  with  directions.  Any  additional  hearing 
shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  subsection  2  of  section  288.190.  "The  commission 
shall  promptly  notify  the  partiesof  itsdecision  and  its  reasons  the  re  for.  If  an  application  forreview  isdenied,  the 
decision  of  the  a  ppea  Is  tribuna  I  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  decision  of  the  commission  forthe  purpose  of 
judicial  review  and  shall  be  subject  to  judicial  review  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  with 
respect  to  decisions  of  the  commission  except  that  the  time  limitations  shall  run  from  the  date  of  notice  of  the 
orderof  the  commission  denying  the  application  forreview. 

2.  Any  decision  of  the  commission  shall  become  final  ten  daysafterthe  date  of  notification  ormailing  thereof 
to  the  parties.  Any  right,  fact  or  matter  in  issue,  directly  based  upon  ornecessarily  involved  in  a  determination 
or  re  determination  which  hasbecome  final  orin  a  decision  on  appeal  which  hasbecome  final,  shall  be 
conclusive  with  respectto  the  partieswho  had  notice  of  such  determination,  redetermination,  ordecision  for 
all  the  purposesof  the  employment  security  law  in  any  otherpnoceeding;  exceptthat,  the  commission  may  on 
itsown  motion  and  by  a  written  decision  reconsiderany  determination  or  redetermination  ordecision  wherein 
any  such  right,  fact  or  matter  at  issue  was  determined  ornecessarily  involved  when  it  appears  that  such 
reconsideration  isessential  to  accomplish  the  object  and  purposesof  the  law.  J  udicial  review  of  any  decision 
of  the  commission  shall  be  permitted  only  afterthe  party  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  thereby  hasexhausted  the 
administrative  remedies  as  provided  by  this  law  and  the  rulesand  regulations  of  the  division.".

copies  of  a  claim  for  refund  are  filed  within  three  years  from  date  of  overpayment.  The  directorof  revenue  shall 
within  ninety  days  after  receiving  property  completed  documentation  from  the  taxpayer,  refund  taxes  plus  any 
interest  due  to  the  taxpayer  fiom  whom  the  tax  was  collected. 

3.  Every  claim  for  refund  must  be  in  writing  under  oath,  and  must  state  the  specific  grounds  upon  which  the 
claim  is  founded.  Any  refund  or  any  portion  thereof  which  is  erroneously  made,  and  any  credit  or  any  portion 
thereof  which  is  erroneously  allowed,  maybe  recovered  in  any  action  brought  by  the  directorof  revenue 
against  the  person  legally  obligated  to  emit  the  tax.  In  the  event  that  a  taxhasbeen  illegally  imposed  against 
a  person  legally  obligated  to  emit  the  tax,  the  diectorof  evenue  shall  authorize  the  cancellation  of  the  tax 
upon  hisecord. 

4.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  diectorof  evenue  shall  authorize  diect  pay  ageements 
to  purchasers  which  have  annual  purchasesin  excessof  seven  hunded  fifty  thousand  dollars  pursuant  to  roles 
and  egulationsadopted  by  the  diectorof  evenue.  Forthe  purposes  of  such  diect  pay  ageements,  the 
taxes  authorized  under  chapters  66,  RSMo,  67,  RSMo,  92,  RSMo,  and  94,  RSMo,  shall  be  remitted  based  upon 
the  location  of  the  place  of  businessof  the  purchaser.  The  deduction  allowed  in  section  144.140  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  any  person  who  isqualified  to  eceive  and  haseceived  the  diect  payment  authorization  as 
provided  by  this  subsection.";  and

[(2)]  (3)  'Cross  rent",  amount  paid  by  a  claimant  to  a  landlord  forthe  rental,  at  arm's  length,  of  a  homestead 
during  the  calendaryear,  exclusive  of  c  ha  rges  for  health  and  personal  care  services  and  food  furnished  as 
part  of  the  rental  agreement,  whetherornot  expressly  set  out  in  the  rental  agreement.  If  the  directorof 
revenue  determinesthat  the  landlord  and  tenant  have  not  dealt  at  arm's  length,  and  thatthe  gross  rent  is 
excessive,  then  he  shall  determine  the  gross  rent  based  upon  a  reasonable  amount  of  rent.

If  the 
unlicensed  abortion  facility  feilsto  comply,  the  department  may  seek  from  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
whatever  relief  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  of  c  hapter  188,  RSMo,  and  may  seek  any 
other  relief  available  underthe  law.  No  rule  or  portion  of  a  rule  promulgated  underthe  authority  of  this  section 
shall  become  effective  unless  it  has  been  promulgated  pursuantto  the  provisions  of  section  536.024,  RSMo.".

(8)  "Eligible  employee",  a  person  employed  on  a  full-time  basis  in  a  new  job  atthe  economic  development 
project  averaging  at  least  thirty-five  hours  per  week  who  was  not  employed  by  the  eligible  industry  ora  related 
taxpayer  in  this  state  at  any  time  during  the  twelve-month  period  immediately  priorto  being  employed  atthe 
economic  development  project; 

(9)  "Eligible  industry",  a  business  located  within  the  state  of  Missouri  which  is  engaged  in  interstate  or  intrastate 
commerce  forthe  purpose  of  manufacturing,  processing  or  assembling  products,  conducting  research  and 
development;  or  providing  services  in  interstate  commerce,  office  industries,  or  agricultural  processing,  but 
excluding  retail  heatth  or  professional  services  "Eligible  industry"  does  not  include  a  business  which  closes  or 
substantially  reduces  its  operation  atone  location  in  the  state  and  relocates  substantially  the  same  operation  to 
another  location  in  the  state.  This  does  not  prohibit  a  business  from  expanding  its  operations  at  another  location 
in  the  state  provided  that  existing  operations  of  a  similar  nature  located  within  the  state  ate  not  closed  or 
substantially  reduced.  This  also  does  notprohibita  business  from  moving  its  operations  from  one  location  in  the 
state  to  another  location  in  the  state  forthe  purpose  of  expanding  sue  h  operation  provided  thatthe  board 
determines  that  such  expansion  cannot  reasonably  be  accommodated  within  the  municipality  in  which  such 
business  is  located,  or  in  the  case  of  a  business  located  in  an  incorporated  area  of  the  county,  within  the 
county  in  which  such  business  is  located,  after  confoning  with  the  chief  elected  official  of  such  municipality  or 
county  and  taking  into  consideration  any  evidence  offered  by  such  municipality  or  county  regarding  the  ability 
to  accommodate  such  expansion  within  such  municipality  or  county.  An  eligible  industry  must 

(a)  Investa  minimum  of  fifteen  million  dollars,  orten  million  dollars  for  an  office  industry,  in  an  economic 
development  project;  and 

(b)  Create  a  minimum  of  one  hundred  new  jobs  for  eligible  employees  atthe  economic  development  project 
ora  minimum  of  five  hundred  jobs  if  the  economic  development  project  is  an  office  industry; 

(10)  "New  job",  a  job  in  a  new  or  expanding  eligible  industry  not  including  jobs  of  recalled  workers, 
replacement  jobs  or  jobs  that  formerly  existed  in  the  eligible  industry  in  the  state; 

(11)  'Office  industry",  a  regional,  national  or  international  headquarters,  a  telemarketing  operation,  a  computer 
operation,  an  insurance  company,  a  depository  institution  ora  credit  card  billing  and  processing  center; 

(12)  "nogram  costs",  all  necessary  and  incidental  costs  of  providing  program  services  including  payment  of 
the  principal  of  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  certificates,  including  capitalized  interest;  issued  to  finance  a 
project;  and  funding  and  maintenance  of  a  debtservice  reserve  fond  to  secure  such  certificates  Program 
costs  shall  include: 

(a)  Obligations  incuned  for  labor  and  obligations  incurred  to  contractors,  subcontractors,  buildersand 
materialmen  in  connection  with  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation  or  equipping  of  an  economic 
development  project; 

(b)  The  cost  of  acquiring  land  or  rights  in  land  and  any  cost  incidental  thereto,  including  recording  fees; 

(c)  The  cost  of  contract  bonds  and  of  insurance  of  all  kinds  that  may  be  required  or  necessary  during  the 
course  of  acquisition,  construction,  installation  or  equipping  of  an  economic  development  project  which  is  not 
paid  by  the  c  ontrac  tor  or  contractors  or  otherwise  provided  for; 

(d)  All  costs  of  architectural  and  engineering  services,  including  test  borings,  surveys;  estimates,  plans  and 
specifications,  preliminary  investigations  and  supervision  of  construction,  as  well  as  the  costs  forthe 
performance  of  all  the  duties  required  by  or  consequent  upon  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation  or 
equipping  of  an  economic  development  project; 

(e)  All  costs  which  are  required  to  be  paid  underthe  tBimsof  any  contract  or  contracts  forthe  acquisition, 
construction,  installation  or  equipping  of  an  economic  development  project;  and 

(f)  All  other  costs  of  a  nature  comparable  to  those  described  in  this  subdivision; 

(13)  "nogram  services",  administrative  expenses  of  the  board,  including  contracted  professional  services,  and 
the  cost  of  issuance  of  certificates 

Section  9. 1.  The  Missouri  development  finance  board  shall  have,  in  addition  to  the  powers  provided  to  it  in 
sections  100.250  to  100.297,  RSMo,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  department;  all  the  powers  necessary  to  cany 
outand  effectuate  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act;  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
power  to: 


(1)  Provide  and  finance  economic  development  projects,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sections  7  to  22  of  this 
act;  and  cooperate  with  eligible  industries  in  orderto  promote,  foster  and  support  economic  development 
within  the  state; 

(2)  Conduct  hearings  and  inquiries,  in  the  manner  and  by  the  methods  as  it  deems  desirable,  fbrthe  purpose  of 
gathering  information  with  respect  to  eligible  indusbiesand  economic  development  projects,  and  forthe 
purpose  of  making  any  determinations  necessary  or  desirable  in  the  furtherance  of  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act; 
and 

(3)  Negotiate  the  terms  of,  including  the  a  mount  of  project  costs,  and  enter  into  financing  agreements  with 
eligible  industries,  and  in  connection  therewith  to  acquire,  convey,  sell,  mortgage,  finance  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  any  property,  real  or  personal,  loan  bond  proceeds,  and  permitthe  use  of  assessments,  in  connection  with 
an  economic  development  project;  and  to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  a 
financing  agreement;  the  program  costs  of  an  economic  development  project  from  any  funds  available 
therefor. 

2.  Certificates  issued  by  the  board  pursuantto  the  provisions  of  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act  shall  reconstitute  an 
indebtedness  or  liability  of  the  state  of  Missouri  within  the  meaning  of  any  state  constitutional  provision  or 
statutory  limitation,  shall  not  constitute  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  state  of  Missouri,  shall  not  be 
guaranteed  by  the  credit  of  the  state,  and  unless  approved  bya  concurrent  resolution  of  the  general  assembly, 
no  certificate  in  default  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  of  Missouri. 

Section  10. 1.  The  department;  in  conjunction  with  the  board,  shall  establish  the  procedures  and  standards  for 
the  determination  and  approval  of  eligible  indusbiesand  their  economic  development  projects  by  the 
promulgation  of  rules  or  regulations  in  accordance  with  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act;  chapter  536,  RSMo,  and 
section  620.1066,  RSMo.  These  rules  or  regulations  shall  mandate  the  evaluation  of  the  credit  worthiness  of 
eligible  industries,  the  number  of  new  jobs  to  be  provided  by  an  economic  development  project  to  residents  of 
the  state,  and  the  likelihood  of  the  economic  success  of  the  economic  development  project  No  economic 
development  project  which  will  result  in  the  replacement  of  facilities  existing  in  the  state  shall  be  approved  by 
the  board. 

2.  With  respect  to  each  eligible  industry  making  an  application  to  the  board  for  incentives;  and  with  respect  to 
the  economic  development  project  described  in  the  application,  the  board  shall  request  relevant  information, 
documentation  and  other  materials  and  make  inquiries  of  the  applicant  as  necessary  or  appropriate.  After  a 
diligent  review  of  relevant  materials  and  completion  of  its  inquiries;  the  board  may  by  resolution  designate  an 
economic  development  project 

Section  11.  The  board  may  enter  into,  with  the  approval  of  the  departmentand  in  consultation  with  the  office  of 
administration,  with  any  eligible  industry,  a  financing  agreement  with  respectto  its  economic  development 
project  Subject  to  the  inclusion  of  the  mandatory  provisions  setforth  in  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act;  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  each  financing  agreement  shall  be  determined  by  negotiations  between  the  board  and  the 
eligible  industry. 

Section  12.  The  financing  agreement  shall  provide  in  substance  that 

(1)  It  may  be  assigned  by  the  eligible  industry  only  upon  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  board  following  the 
adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  board  to  such  effect;  and 

(2)  Upon  default  by  the  eligible  industry  in  any  obligations  underthe  financing  agreement  or  other  documents 
evidencing,  securing  or  related  to  the  eligible  industry's  obligations,  the  board  shall  have  the  right;  at  its  option, 
to: 

(a)  Declare  the  financing  agreement  or  other  such  documents  in  default; 

(b)  Accelerate  and  declare  the  total  of  all  such  paymentsdue  by  the  eligible  industry  and  sell  the  economic 
development  project  at  public,  private,  or  judicial  sale; 

(c)  Pursue  any  remedy  provided  underthe  financing  agreement  or  other  such  documents; 

(d)  Re  entitled  to  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  by  the  circuit  court  wherein  any  part  of  the  economic 
development  project  is  located;  and 

(e)  Pursue  any  other  applicable  legal  remedy. 

Section  13.  After  receipt  of  an  application,  the  board  may  with  the  approval  of  the  department;  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  an  eligible  industry  fora  credit  pursuant  to  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act  if  the  board  determines 
that  all  of  the  following  conditions  exist 

(1)  The  applicants  project  will  create  new  jobs  that  were  not  jobs  previously  performed  by  employees  of  the 
applicant  in  Missouri; 

(2)  The  applicants  project  is  economically  sound  and  will  benefitthe  people  of  Missouri  by  increasing 
opportunities  for  employment  and  strengthening  the  economy  of  Missouri; 


(3)  The  political  subdivisions  affected  by  the  piojecthave  committed  significant  local  incentives  with  respectto 
the  project; 

(4)  Receiving  the  credit  is  a  major-factor  in  the  applicants  decision  to  go  forward  with  the  project  and  not 
receiving  the  credit  will  result  in  the  applicant  not  creating  new  jobs  in  Missouri; 

(5)  Awarding  the  c  reditwill  result  in  an  overall  positive  fiscal  impact  to  the  state; 

(6)  There  is  at  least  one  other  state  thatthe  applicant  verifies  is  being  considered  forthe  project;  and 

(7)  A  significant  disparity  is  identified,  using  bestavailable  data  in  the  projected  costs  forthe  applicants 
project  compared  to  the  costs  in  the  competing  state,  including  the  impactof  the  competing  state's  incentive 
programs  The  competing  state's  incentive  program  shall  include  state,  local,  private  and  federal  funds 

Section  14.  In  determining  the  credit  that  should  be  awarded,  the  board  shall  take  into  consideration  the 
following  factors 

(1)  The  economy  of  the  county  where  the  projected  investment  is  to  occur; 

(2)  The  potential  impact  on  the  economy  of  Missouri; 

(3)  The  payroll  attributable  to  the  project; 

(4)  The  capital  investment  attributable  to  the  project; 

(5)  The  amountthe  average  wage  paid  by  the  applicant  exceeds  the  average  wage  paid  within  the  county  in 
which  the  project  will  be  located; 

(6)  The  coststo  Missouri  and  the  affected  political  subdivisions  with  respectto  the  project; 

(7)  The  financial  assistance  that  is  otherwise  provided  by  Missouri  and  the  affected  political  subdivisions;  and 

(8)  The  magnitude  of  the  cost  differentia  I  between  Missouri  and  the  competing  state. 

Section  15.  The  board  shall  determine  the  amountand  duration  of  a  projectand  its  assoc  iated  assessments, 
credits  and  refunds  The  credit  amount  may  not  exceed  the  estimated  assessment  Assessments  made  for  any 
project  may  not  exceed  a  period  of  fifteen  years 

Section  16.  An  agreement  between  the  board  and  an  eligible  industry  shall  include  all  of  the  following: 

(1)  A  detailed  description  ofthe  project  that  is  the  subjectofthe  agreement; 

(2)  A  specific  method  for  determining  the  number  of  new  employees  employed  during  a  taxable  year  who  are 
performing  jobs  not  previously  performed  by  an  employee  ofthe  eligible  industry; 

(3)  A  requirement  that  the  taxpayershall  annually  reportto  the  board  the  numberof  new  employees  who  are 
performing  jobs  not  previously  performed  by  an  employee,  the  total  amount  of  salaries  and  wages  paid  to 
eligible  employees  in  new  jobs;  and  any  other  information  the  board  needsto  perform  Hsduties  pursuant  to 
sections  7  to  22  of  this  act; 

(4)  A  requirement  that  the  taxpayershall  provide  written  notification  to  the  directorand  the  board  not  more 
than  thirty  days  afterthe  taxpayer  makes  or  receives  a  proposal  that  would  transterthe  taxpayer's  state  tax 
liability  obligations  to  a  successor  taxpayer; 

(5)  Any  other  performance  conditions  that  the  board  and  the  director  determine  are  appropriate;  and 

(6)  A  requirement  that  the  taxpayershall  maintain  operations  at  the  project  location  foratleasttwo  times  the 
number  of  years  as  the  term  ofthe  tax  credit 

Section  17.  If  the  board  determines  that  an  eligible  industry,  which  has  received  a  credit  pursuant  to  sections  7 
to  22  of  this  act;  is  not  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  credit  agreement  or  all  ofthe  provisions  of 
sections  7  to  22  of  this  act;  the  board  shall,  after  giving  the  industry  an  opportunity  to  explain  the 
noncompliance,  notify  the  department  of  revenue  ofthe  noncompliance  and  requesta  penalty.  The  board 
shall  state  the  amount  of  the  penalty,  which  may  not  exceed  the  sum  of  any  previously  allowed  assessments 
pursuant  to  sections  7  to  22  of  this  act 

Section  18.  On  an  annual  basis;  the  directorshall  provide  foran  evaluation  ofthe  program.  The  evaluation  shall 
include  an  assessment  ofthe  effectiveness  ofthe  program  in  creating  new  jobs  in  Missouri  and  ofthe  revenue 
impactof  the  program.  The  directorshall  submit  a  report  on  the  evaluation  to  the  governor,  the  president  pro 
tern  ofthe  senate,  and  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives. 

Section  19.  An  agreement  between  the  board  and  an  eligible  indusby  shall  provide  that  all  or  part  of  program 
costs  are  to  be  met  by  receipt  of  assessments.  Assessments  shall  be  based  upon  wages  paid  to  eligible 
employees  If  business  or  employment  conditions  cause  the  amount  ofthe  assessmentto  be  less  than  the 
amount  projected  in  the  agreement  for  any  time  period,  then  a  portion  of  withholding  tax  paid  by  the  employer 


pursuant  to  sections  143.191  to  143.265,  RSMo,  may  be  credited  to  the  board  by  the  amount  of  such  difference. 
The  employer  shall  remit  the  amount  of  the  assessment  to  the  board.  When  all  program  costs,  including  the 
principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  certificates  have  been  paid,  the  employer  credits  shall  cease.

Refunding  certificates  may  be  sold  or 
exchanged  atany  time  on,  before,  orafterthe  maturity  ofthe  outstanding  certificates  to  be  refunded.  They 
may  be  issued  forthe  purpose  of  refunding  a  like,  greateror  lesser  principal  a  mount  of  certificates  and  may 
beara  higher,  lower  or  equivalent  rate  of  interest  than  the  certificates  being  renewed  or  refunded.

2.  Any  approved  company  remitting  an  assessmentas  provided  in  subsection  1  of  this  section  shall  make  its 
payroll  books  and  records  available  to  the  board  at  sue  h  reasonable  times  as  the  board  shall  request  and  shall 
file  with  the  board  documentation  respecting  the  assessmentas  the  board  may  require.

I  believe  this  legislation  is  constitutionally  infirm  forthe  following  reasons: 

1.  Senate  Bill  No.  676  a  Hows  municipal  health  facilities  organized  pursuant  to  chapter96,  county  health  facilities 
organized  pursuant  to  chapter  205,  and  hospital  districts  organized  pursuant  to  chapter  206  to  operate  health 
care  facilities  outside  the  irrespective  territorial  districts. 

2.  In  each  type  of  facility  the  taxes  which  support  the  facilities  a  re  levied  within  the  territorial  districts  based  on 
the  assessed  valuation  of  property  within  the  territorial  districts. 

3.  Such  taxation  scheme  a  Hows  one  group  of  taxpayers  (those  outside  the  territory)  to  benefit  at  the  expense  of 
anothergroup  of  similarly-situated  taxpayers  (those  inside  the  territory). 

4.  Senate  Bill  676  is  unconstitutional  in  that  is  a  violation  of  the  equal  protection  provision  of  Article  I,  section  2  of 
the  Missouri  Constitution  and  of  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  of  the  United  States  Constitution. 

5.  Conference  Committee  Amendment  No.  1  to  Senate  Bill  676  mandatesthat  'the  governing  body  of  the  city 
shall  approve  the  hospital's  plan  for  such  purchase,  operation  or  lease  prior  to  implementation  of  the  plan." 

6.  Such  mandate  violates  section  96.150,  RSMo  (1994)  which  requires  voter  a  p  pro  va  I  forthe  establishment  of 
separate  medical  facilities  and  additional  levies,  and  also  violates  section  22,  Article  X  of  the  Missouri 
Constitution. 

7.  In  addition,  I  objectto  Senate  Bill  676  on  statutory  grounds  because  it  is  statutorily  inconsistent  with  section 
205.270,  RSMo  (1994)  in  thatsection  205.270,  RSMo  (1994)  specifically  statesthat  the  hospitals  established 
pursuant  to  the  sections  "shall  be  forthe  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  county  and  of  any  person  falling  sick 
or  being  injured  or  maimed  within  its  limits." 

8.  Accordingly,  I  conclude  that  Senate  Bill  676  is  unconstitutional  forthe  above-stated  reasonsand  should  not 
be  signed.
